— Princes fcmetimes beftow Titles according 
to Humour or Caprice, nay, often to take a 
Sum out of the Pocket of a Fool in order to put 
it into the Pocket of a favourite; but all thofe 
Dignities and Appellations which come from the 
People, muft be purchafcd by the Merit of Pub- 
lick ASions : Thus Manliiis came to be falutcd 
by the Sirname of CafUolmusj and Scipio by that 
oiAfricanus ; like them. You enrrCd Your Title 
before it was conferr'd upon You j the People, 
ever niggard of their tionours, kept it long 
back; till, by a Series of the fame mfe Conduft, 
You had, in a Manner, forced it from them. 
• And now, methinks, a moft copious Subjeft 
for Panegyrick prefents itfelf before me, and 
fure a Dedication cannot make its Appearance 
with any Decency in the World, without fome- 
thing of Encomium ; however, I count myfelf

fign, every Motion of his made the Enemies of 
his Country tremble ; Every Defign, every Motion 
^f Yours have made the Enemies of Your Goun- 
jtry laugh. 

This Great Man is faid to have been the very 
Idol of Poets, Orators, and Philofophers ; You 
have been an Idol too, but It has been c^ Per* 
fons of a very diflerent Charadter — of Men who 
were nothing a-kin either to Poets» Orators, or 
Philofophers; to fucfa You openM Your Doors, 
nay. Your Heart, and fure the Icfs they were 
entitled to any Encouragement the greater was 

Your Coodnefs in bellowing it upon them. 

TortunCf who is blind herfelf, often favours the 
Blind, and You, who have been Fartune^s Mi- 
nion, have imitated the Example of Your Bene- 
fadkrefs, by confining your Favours to thofe to 
whom 'Nature had deny'd hers — the Italian 
Proverb fays, Chi non ha, non r. He that does 
tiot fojfeff jomething^ cannot he faid to live -^ and 
You have put that into the Pockets of the Per- 
fons here dcfcrib'd, without which they wou'd

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Yoti fjKve them Place and Preferment, You fet

lifted wholly of Rotation '/rem other foB- 
tied Writers ; for iho^ they might Jbe feaf on- 
able for the Occafions upon which they were 
firft quoted^ yet we would net buttien. thi 
Readers witi what they may have in other 
Books ^ when the Circumjfances that occafion'd

In fine J we ha^e made Choice of none for 
this CoUeBiou hut what may be of a more 
iafting Vfe^ and^ euept the firft winch ferves 
as an Imrodu^hon^ none hut fucb in which 
the PMick is interefted.

perceive it does not finell of Brimftone ; by which

I was 16 fiiddenly Ihatch'd off, that I had not 
Time to make my Will, therefore I have been 
oblig'd to do it (ince my Deceafe. It is no flrange 
Thine in your World for a Man to make his Will 
after his Death : — A thorough-paced Attorney will 
tffll you there is nothing eaher in the whole CoUrfc 
of Pradice. 

Amongft ail my Relations, I havecaft my Eyes

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of Judges upcm tlic Bench : Thcv generally be- 
haved with great Coolneis and Moderation, and 
diftinguiihed themfelves b^ a peculiar Sign of Sa< 
gacity, which was of finding out the Merits of the 

tkufe, by ileeping over the whole Tryal. Nor 

muft we omit taking Notice, tliat many of them 
have had the Honour to fit in Parliaments, wheK 
they were remarkable for their Taciturnity, that 
great Mark of human Wiiciom. And I have often 
heard it fpokc to the great Praife of our Kinfinan 
Fratfcii Fog^ Elq; of Fog- Hall in the Fens^ that he 
lerv'd his Coimtry in (everal Parliaments for Thirty 
two Years fuccelhvely, in which 'i*ime he never 
was abfent a Day from the Bufinefs of the Natioii, 
while the Houfc /at, and never once opcn'd his Lips 

there. - ■' The Adijls have been difpcrs'd in 

ftveral Countrie& The Scotch Mfis were a very 
antient Family, and ufed formerly to be extremely 
troubldbme to the Efifrlijby when we invaded 
Sr^iUnd; from thence it &came a By- Word to Ay, 
.that 9 Sc€ieb Mift wili go to an £iu;liihman'/ Skin:, 
for it leems, they were always cl<^ at the Backs of 
the Englf/b. I can*t fay whether they aredeicended 
irom us, or we from them ; however, we call 
Coufins. But there is a Pedbn whofe Name is ff^iii 
cf iht JViff'i alias, *Jack o*th9 Lantborfiy who pre^* 
tends to be related to us, becaule he was born upon 
fome of our Lands, being il>rung up firom a Fen^ 
in a hot Day ; but he is a raking Vagabond Fellow, 
that takes Pleafurc in leading People out of their 
Way, and. throwing them into Ditches at Night, 
ib that we never own*d him to be of our 
Family ; the Truth on't is, none of us were ever 
addifted to thofe Monkey Tricks : All that can be 
faid of us, is, that we were (what they call in the 
Country) honeft foafy Fellows ; yet great Lovers of 
a dry yoke.

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The Family of the Afifs is extinct in me ; but I 
thought it neceffary to (ay thus much of our An- 
ceftry, that you who are now the Rcprelcntativc of

World. Adieu ! the little Spirit which is to carry 

this, is juft upon the Wing : I have not Time to

given out, to afperfe the Chara&ers of great Men.- 
It ts no doubt, but that all Peribns of Honour 
will a^ree in ib generous a Sentiment, but it is 
Something ftrange, that aflter what he has deliver'd 
upon thatSubje&, heihould himfelf incur the Cen- 
lure of falling into the Vice he has fb freely con- 
demn'd. 

To make mjftlf a little better underfbod, I 
mud take Notice, that the aforeiaid Gentleman 
lately ^ve us an Eztraft from a certain Pamphlet, 
which Tie w<»ild infinuate to be written by a certain 
great Man, now living: This is the groundlefs In- 
unuation , with which I charge him ; for I believe 
I can produce Circumflances iufficient to induce 
Men to believe, that the Gentleman hinted «t by 
him, could have no Hand in that Pamphlet, nor 
was it done by any Pcrlbn who was even a Friend 
to his Reputation.

|)eated, wou'd be too tedious to many, and re- 
mind others but too (enfibly of their deluaed emptied 
Pockets: Let it fuffice to (ay in General, the moft 
con^icuous of that hrave Jffemhly vitrtlmgn{ovi*d 
and the Remainder lent to Pontoife^ to harafs and 
render their Convention more difficult, as it were 

to Banifliment; but to no Effect. They brav'd 

Vhreats and PepaJtUsy and &orn*d Bribes and Pfk- 
siON« ; nor wou'd they comply to Kc^cr Decrees 
and jirrefiSf which they conceived prejudicial to 
the Community. Their Refolution and Firmnefi 
ixrere not more honourable in this noted Cafe, than 
their Tuftice was in the late Monfieur Le Blatters ; 
tiotalithe Promises and Power of a Prime Minifter, 
not all the Relentment and Malice of a Woman, 
couM awe or engage that venerable Body to a Cen- 
fure of that honeft, able Minifter; he was unani- 
moufly acquitjted to his and their immortal Glory. 
• — Comparifbns are odious; I am fer from being 
an Admirer of the French Government; (I hope 
there is no OflFcnce in faying this, tho* of fb advan- 

t^ioas and feithful an Ally) but I am ready 

even m adore the Gentlemen who compos'd that 
<de£red Parliament ; I know not Inflances of greater 
Virtue and Fortitude. 

What then are we not to expcd from a Parlia- 
ment of GreOf BrUatfiy a Land of Freedom ? 
JElc^bed without B^nbery and CorrUpticn^ returned by 
Honcift Magiftratcs, who are deterrM by fevcre Pe- 
nalties, Irom Partiality and Injuftice, compofed of 
Cvrtkmen if JrAerep in their Country, and to pre- 
vent the Temptation of Places an4 Penfions, not 
only of Wealth, Ifutof Landed Efiaf a.

ply'd with and executed. 

I am apt to think, Gwpn Fog^ that this Juftice 
and Regularity have not been oolcrv'dat all Times 
with fuch Delicacy and Regtilaritv as at prefcnt. 
The fecond, or indeed, more ftridly fpeaking, the 
fid* Parliament in the Reign of ICing Charles 
the Second, was denominated the Zi)i»^, andfbme- 
times the Pengctuny Parliament. I confefs, I have 
often wonder d at this latter Brand of Diftin^on ; 
for after their firft Exultations ft)r the Restora- 
tion of the Royal STUART Family (without 
Doubt, the £rft Family of Europe) had a little 
fubiided, they grew more and more reftif, and re- 
fradbory to the Meafures of theCourt, and were for 
that Rcaibn at laft diiiniis'd. However, the Gen- 
tlemen who composed that Parliament, thought 
their Honour fo affected by that fcandalous Impu-

When Men but little skill'd in great Affairs are 
trufted to manage for a Nation, thole who treat with 
them will thercbv be ftrongly tempted to aim at Ad- 
vantages over a People fo miferably reprefented,' 
How often does it happen in the Courlc of a long 
Negotiation betwixt dilfcrent States, that one Side 
fhall rife in her Demands upon the other, and at 
length infift upon Terms flie never dreamt of in the 
Beginning of a Treaty ; but this will always fiiU out» 
when one of the Parties has/ifibw^Vthe Ihallow Po- 
liticks of the other. 

It is cafily difcovered when a Commonwealth is in 
this unhappv Situation, by the Treatment ihe re- 
ceives from tier Neighbours ; for then her Enemies 
make Slieht of her, and her Allies appear cold and 
backward in going into her Meaiures ; for Men of

aad &ch as have been qualify 'd for nothiwg bwt to 
be Zanies and Buffc^ta^ ftave pretended to tfic Sci- 
ence of managing a Peace, or the Dexterity of cou- 
dudiing a War. , 

There is icarcc any Avocation (be it never fo 
mean) in the Management of which fbmc little SkUl 
and Addreis is not require^. There are certain 
Rules neceifary to be known, in order to ileer a 
Boat or drive a Coach. — - A Man mufi travel 
a Road before he can pretend to be a Guide in it : 
'■■' But in conduding the great Affairs of [Nati- 

ons, fbme Men would periiAaae us, no Inflru&ion 
or Study is of Consequence, but the Authority of 
the Place is a fuffident {Qualification ; as if Employ- 
ments were oni^ created to load the People with 
Taxes, and gratify fonic UirHcuIar Ferfim^ wno has a 
numerous fman Kindred ; out the latereft of Katioas 
is beft committed to meer Chanoe, and the Safety of 
Princes to the Caft of a Dye. 

We know the Party wnich advances this new 
Syilrem of Politicks: Vve know the Men who have 
fi>und out, that it is a Matter of no Importance, 
whether xhzfwrtign j^airs of a Nation are managed 
well or ill ; &r as Europe is divided, (fay thej) it 
u the In&ereft of all the Powers who do not aim at 

univer* 



ttiiiverfiil Bfon^rcfay^ to preienre any oFtbc reft ftoioi' 
finkiiig. 

But we hope hcTwever, when thev next d^lare 
theraielves in this manner, they will he fa hind as 
to put in an Exception in FViToar of Great BrHaifif fer 
fure they cannot wiih to fie a Mmtftry in Et»Iimd 
which Ihould epvem in iiidi a nianner, as to brine 
the Trade ana Intereft of their CoonttT^ to fubfift 
by a precarious Dependance on the Councils of a 
iordgn Nation. 

Itis no Doubt, the Baliancc of Power in Europe 
cannot be long prelerv*d, unlei^ there be fbme Com- 
monwealth more reQ>eded &r its Strength and WIA 
dom than the reit, to. whom an Appeal' may be made, 
whenever the common Tranquility is diflurb'd by 
an ambitious and reftleis State ; but fiich a Common- 
wealth muft have the Reputation of being governed 
u^n (bund and honourable Maxims, otherwiie ihe 
will be neither reverenc'd nor fear'd by her Neigh- 
bours. Nothing can raife up a Nation to the glo- 
rious Rank of being Umpire of Right and Wrong; 
amongft others, but the Fame of her great Wildom 
and Moderation. 

Horner^ who has been a Fountain of Politicks, 
as well as of all other Arts and Sciences, defcribes 
the little Gods and GoddefTes fiirioufly engaged in the 
Quarrel betwixt the Greeks and Trojans ; but Jupiftr 
the Faihet of Wtfdom^ is rcprclcnted defcendine up- 
on Mount Iday holding a Ballance in his Hand» 
weighirig the Deftinies of both Parties. 

Such for fbme Ages paft has been the glorious 
Rank of Great Britain^ which never inlultmg her 
Neighbours, has never been infultcd by them, and 
by a wife Moderation, ftcerine equally betwixt their 
jarring Intcrefts has kept hedeU'out of all unneceflary 
Quarrels, and therefore has been always confidcrcd 
of the higheft Importance at iuch Times, as the reft 
of Eftrofe has been running into War and'Confu- 

(ion; 
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fion ; for it is then that contending Nations have 
applied to her for Juftice, and waited for the Deci- 
fion of her Councils with the iame Reipedt, that 
holv Men attend the Anfwers of an Oracle. 

An Engl^man has lo^g had one Thingto hoaA of 
beyond any Subject in £1^5^* ; that in Times like 
thefey when the Pretenfions and Interefts of Prin- 
ces have been under Debate, his Country {while Jbe 
had Men of Wifdcm and Honour in her Councils) has 
conftantly made the lame Figure with Jupiter , 
amongft the inferior Deities, holding the Ballance, 
and weighing the Deftiuies of the reft, and his ^ 
Prince appear'd not only like the Father of his \ 
own People, but the Father and Tutor of Kings. 

They muft be Men of a moft noble Genius, who 
firft railed their Country to this high Poft, but a 
little Skill will be lufEcient to prclerve, what no- 
thing but a moft conlummate WilSom could acquire. 
He muft be a Hero who firft gains an Empire ; but 
if a very poor Genius lucfceeds, he may maintain it : 
Even Fame is a great Support of Power, and an 
Opinion that a Nation is wifely governed, will fervc 
to keep its Neighbours in Awe, and maintain Power, 
at leait till fornix fragrant Inftances are given of a 
contrary Conduct. 

Our late gracious ^een Ann£, whole Memory 
muft every Day grow dearer and dearer to theic 
Nations,, while there is Senle and Gratitude left 
amongft Men, rais'd Us up to the higheft Pitch of 
Glory ; our Vi6tories gave the World a Dread of 
our Valour ; but the timely Peace we made, and 
the Advantages obtained for the Trade and Secu- 
ritv of Great Britain^ induced them to entertain 
a nigh Opinion of our Wildom, and we made a 
greater Figure, than we had Ibme Ages before : 
It cannot be forgot what Court was made to \Js by 
all Europe^ towards the latter End of that happy 
Reign. -T^ All the World had their Eyes upon Usj' 

ana 
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and fccmM to be aw'd and influencM by our Mo^ 
tions ; wc appear*d in the midft of Nations like 
Ibme MajcfticK Figure in the Paintings of great 
Artifts, taller and fairer than all around Vs, 

I do not (uppole tliat we are funk in the Efteera 
of the World Snce that Time, and therefore I can't 
imagine what fbme Men mean, when they talk 
that we muft furrcnder Gihrahary for that the late 
Regent of France promis'd it to the King of Spain, 

What Indignities do thefe Men throw upon 

their Country by fuch Difcourles ? Is not this jjlain- 
" ly to infinuate, that we have lately been fb influ- 
enc'd by France^ that the Difpofal of the undoubted 
Rights of England have been determined in the 
Councils of Verfailks. 

There is a Writer who calls himfelf Puhlicola^ 
who is pleas'd to talk as boldly upon this Sub;e<5fc, 
as if he had a Licenie for abuung the Memory of 
the late King, and ridiculing the prefcnt Miniftry ; 
but I hope, (as hardy as he is) he will not pretend 
to maintain, that our Circumftances are alter'd for 
the worfe, fincc the Death of that beloved Queen ; 
he will not venture to declare, that wc are weakened 
by any corrupt Management within, or that our 
Keighpours have dilcover*d a Wcakncfs in our 
Councils, which encourages them to infift upon 
Terms to our Difhonour. 

ISo! No! WcErglrJhmenj are as fenfible as the 
French or Spaniards^ that Gibraltar is not to be 
taken by Force, and fure much Icfs need v/e fear 
being negotiated out of it, under fo uncorruptand able 
a Minijlerj as we are blell with at prelent. 

The lame Publicola talks, juft as profoundly con- 
cerning the Ballance of Power. — IFhat aRout(f.ys 
ht) is made about the Ballance of Power ! and lb 
without the leaft Shew of Argument, runs into a 
filly AflFcdation of Smartnels, upon the gravcft 
Subjed in the World. ^

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But ftrc the Ballance of Power which Gua* 
Britain has held for above two Hundred Years is no 
luch Trifle ; and our Anceftors, who took it to bq 
the bcftScGurity of our Trade, and of Confequence, 
a J?oft of infinite Gain, cou'd not be miftaken ; and 
therefore, it is to be hoped, that thofc Gentlemen, 
who are luppofcd to have no Averfion for lucrative 
Employments for themfclves and Families, will ne- 
ver argue for giving a Poft of Profit away from their 
Country, which at different Times Has coft her 
much Blood and Trealiire to maintain. 

We know by Experience, that it is the holding 
this Ballance, that nas made foreign Nations give 
Us many Advantages in Trade preferable to others ; 
for no People in their Senies ever venture to dis- 
oblige thole who arc to be their Judges, whenever 
they fhall happen to be at Variance with their 
Neighbours. 

We know likewife, it cannot be loft without the 
bafeft Treachery, or moft fcandalous Milmanage- 
ment in the World ; and therefore we may be ealy 
upon that Point, as long as the prcftnt Set of Mi- 
miners are at the Helm of our Affairs. 

If a future Set of Men fliould hereafter bungle 
and play this Advantage into other Hands, what 
will they not defcrve ? They fhou*d think on the 
Fate of Phaeton : It is indeed no more than a poe- 
tical Fiction, but liire, it contains an excellent Mo- 
ral : It m.vt$ Vs the Example of a vain-glorious 
ignorant Wretch, who muft needs mount the Cha- 
riot of the Suny to light and govern the World ; 
but he is no Iboner in the Seat, Out his Head grows 
giddy, he knows not what he does, he drives like 
a Fury, and lets the Earth on Fire , however, he 
tumbles from his Seat and breaks his Neck.

I HERE is nothing an Englijbmnn can 
vahie himielf upon bevond any other 
Subje^ in the Worm, fb much as 
the Enjoyment of Liberty ; a jPrf«-&- 

^ ^ many a Spaniardy or an Italian^ may 

: oT a hncr Qimate, a fwcctcr Air, 2nd a Soil 
produftive of greater Delicacies for the Ufcs of 
Life, but wanting Liberty, they want that which 
muft give a Value to all the reft. 

We are told, that before the Revolution^ Ibmc 
Attempts were made to bereave Us of this valuable 
BlcIIing : it is not our prelent Purpofe to make 
a Di^uiution into that Matter ; it is not impoiSble, 
howler, but luch Attempts may be made hereafter, 
and therefore, methinks, that a Difcourfe upon 
that Subjed can never be unfeafbnable. 

I have met with a IVeatife upon Government, 
written ibon after the Revolution, which I think 
will be much more to the Purpofe, than zny thing 
I can fay myfelf : It gives us a true Idea of Liberty^ 
and by yo& Obiervations made on the Condition of 
the Roman People, tej^ches us to know where Liber- 
ty fubfifts in Effcft, and where only in Name, and 
therefore I ihall quote as much 01 it as we have 
room for. 

* At Rom« ruere in Scrvitium, Confules, Patres, 

< BquiteSj (QuantoQuisilluftrior) tantomagisfalfi. 

Da * ac 
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ac fcftinantes, Btit at Rome they all ran headhvg 
into Stavifyy the Gmfithy the Senate^ the Gentry y and 
the nobler the ferfin was^ the more bafty and the 
greater Hafie he made, 

* This was the Con(!Ktton of Hmney when Tiberius 
aflumed the Empire; but God forbid it fhould 
be the Cafe of England^ for our Conliitution will 
be entirely loft, whenever fuch a Corruption 
happens. We may indeed prclerve the liame of 
Liberty, and fbme of its cHtnvatd Forms y but 
no more than what will ferve to keep our Chains 
the £ifter on : Tyrannies have often been fub-^ 
verted, where Princes governed merely by their 
own Will, without giving to their SuDJetts the 
lead Appearance of being free ; but thole abib- 
lute Monarchies are hardly to be fhaken, and 
that Servitude is lafUng, where the People arc 
left to make their own Fetters. 

* It is a Matter of great Wonder, that from 
the Time of Jugufiusy downwards, the RomanSy 
who had always fome brave and virtuous Men 
amongft them, tho' in private Stations, ihou'd 
never make one Attempt to reftorc the Common- 
wealth, and to ihake off that Power, whiclj^ibmc , 
of the Emperors exercis'd with fb much Exorbi- 
tance ; but in all Likelihood it proceeded from 
this, that the Soldiers and common People, with- 
out whom no great Revolution can be made^ 
were amuled by their Governors with a Notion 
that they were (Hll Free ; becaufe, in outward 
Shew, the Commonwealth had the lame Form as 

in elder Times. There was a Senatey Con- 

lul, Tribunes, and an Appearance of all the an- 
cient Magiftrates, tho* noting remain d cf the an- 
cienf Liberty. But this, perhaps, the common 
People might not feel, for the Cfruelty and Fraud 
t)f iiberhUy the Madnels of Caligulay the Stupi- 
dity of Qattdiasy the Riots and Luft of Neroy 

* the 
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* the Gluttony and fordid Miiid of FiteJIius^ the 

* Vanities of Othoj and the cnoi-mous Vices of 

* DomitioH^ did not fall much upon the inferior 

* Rank of People, who all the while had Panem 

* &* Citcences^ jR^hich was all they defired : But the 

* Mifchiefe thclc Monfters brought upon the World, 

* fell for the itioft part, upon noble. Heads, who 

* with the falfe Opinion they entertaiii'd, that the 

* Laws ftill govern'd, becauie they faw every Year 

* Confuls, and a Senate in the fame Manner as in 

* ancient Times ; hut this SenaH bewg ccrruptedy made 

* the tyranny houndJefs andfafe \ for the People cou'd 

* never be induced to oppoft that Power, which 
« ftill bqre the outward Reiemblance of their an- 

* dent Form of Government. 

* In the fime Manner, if in future Ages our 

* Parliaments ihould be debauch'd in Principles, 
< and become willing to be the Inftruments of a 

* PtiiKe's Will, andloadkashedircds them, Ar- 
« bitrary Power wou'd be here fettled upon a laft- 

* ingFoot, for the common People wou'd never 
« join with any, who wou'd attempt to redeem their 

* Country, bccaufe they will be deceived by Names 

* and Forms i and think the Laws govern'd, and that 

* they are free, if the outward Shew of the Con- 

* ftitution is ftill preferv'd. 

* U^hen Qvfuptipn hasfeiz^d upon the Reprefentafiws 

* of a People J it is like a Chronical Dileale, hardly 

* to be rooted out. When (ervile Compliance 

* and Flattery come to predominate, Things pro- 

* <:eed from tad to woffe, till at laft the Govern- 
' ment is quite diftolv'd. 

* AWblute Monarchies are in Danger of ereat 

* Convulfions, when one Man, their Prince, nap- 

* pens to be weak, or wicked ; but Common-* 

* wealths, or mix'd Conftitutions are ftill fafe, till 

* the Majority of the leading Men arc debauch'd 

* in Principles.

* Men may be iaid to be enflaved by Law, or 
their own Conicnt, under corrupt or degenerate 
Republicks ; fuch as was the R^man Common- 
wealth from the Time of Gma^ till the Attempts 
of Julius Cdfar^ and under d^nerate, mix'd Go* 
vemments, fuch as Aome was, while the Emperors

* What has been, may be, and tho' we in this 
Nation may Derhaps at pre&nt be free from the 
Fears of the oefbre-mention'd Misfortunes, yet in 
after-ages, bad and defigning Miniflers may think 
their Gondud: is no way to be maintain*d but by 
the Sword, and that they cannot fecurely ^r«y m^ 
the CommoHweMlth^ till they have made tlKir Ma» 
ferabfibtte. 

* Men do as induftrioufly contrive Fallacies to 
deceive themfelves, (when they have a Mind to 
be deceivM) as they ftudy Frauds to deceive 
others ; and if it leads to their Ends, and gra- 
tifies their prefent mean De^ns, they care not 
what they do, imagining it Time enough to 
think of ierving the Publick, after they have 
fcrv'd themfelves ; and in this View, very many 
betray their Trufls, comply, give up the People s 
Rights, and Join in invading Fund^entals, fiat- 
tenng themielves, perhaps, that when thev are 
grown as great and rich as they deflre to be, it 
will be then Time enough to make a Stand, and 

endeavour to redeem the Commonwealth. It 

was fbme fuch Notions as thefe, which at firil 
led Pombey to Join in the Meafures of tho& who 
intended to fubvert the Roman Liberties: and

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« afterwards, when he repented, and ddired to fare 

* his Country, he fotmd them grown too ftrong^ 

* and himfelt too weak to do any Good/ 

Thus far our Author, who lays more upon this 
Subjed, than we can conveniently iufert at pre- 
icnt. At length he exhorts ail Degrees of Men to 
endeavour at preicrving, not the Form only, but 
the Eficncc and Purity of that Government, under 
which we have profpered near feven hundred 

Years. It happens feldom (fays he) that any 

Country is entirely mbdued by Foro^ Force ; and 
tho* Civil War be a raging Fever, it goes away of 
itlclf, when the Hinnours that feed it are Ipent ; and 
is Ibmetimes no more than the Signs of a Health 
too florid, and the Effefts of too much Blood in 

the Body-Politick.— -But ill Conduft m aStatc> 

if it is of any Continuance, waftes it by flow and 
certain Degrees, and at laft brings an incurable 
Confiimption upon all its Parts and Limbs.

T has ever been my Opinion, that a

real Mifinanagement of the Publick A£drs. — 

* On 
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< On the other Hand, it muft be acknowledg'd to 

* be t very dangerous and wicked Abuie of this 

* Liberty, to endeavour by eeneral Accu&tions, 

* unlupported by anv Proof, and by Aflertions which 

* the Authors of tnem either do not know to be 

* true, or perhaps know to be falfc, to incenie the 

* Kation againft the Government. 

The Lines here quoted,are the Exordium or Proem 
to a very extraordinary, and, I might iay, a very 
merry ramohlct, lately publilh'd. 

The Autnor puts on a grave Face, in order to per- 
(uade the Readers, that he intends to juftify the 
Peribns in thb Adminiilration, from the Fa0focJs^ 
Caliernnhs^ and Mfnfrefefaatums lately caft upon them 
by certain Writers, whom he ftiles malmoHS and 
difaffeBed^ for no other Reafbn, but not being weU 
pleaied with the prefent Situation of our Afiairs, 
both at Home and Abroad. 

But whether he is in Earneft or in Banter, muft 
be left to the Opinion of the Publick^ when we 
have made a few Obfervations upon the Work itielf. 

I will agree with him, that Men who advance 
Things which they, either do not know to be true^ 
or know to be falfty fhou"d be pointed out as infa- 
mous, and ihun'd as the Plagues of human Sodcty. 
But I believe on the other Side it will be allow'd, 
that thofc Men who at any Time employ the Ta- 
lents which God has given them, in dete^ng the 
dangerous Effeds of weak and ignorant Councek^ 
and in endeavouring to animate Men to oppofe thole 
Meafures which muft run the Commonwealth into 
certain Ruin, are good Subje^ to their Prince, 
and Patriots to their Country. 

I will allow likewile, that nothing can manifeft 
the upright Intentions of a Miniflry, more than 
admittmg a Scrutiny into their Condud \ it is [jut- 
ting thcmlelves fairly upon their Country, and is a 
Sisrn, that they are conicious of no Weakncfs or 

^ ^ Cor^ 
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Corrupticm in fhc Courfe of their Adminiftration, 
which may draw upon them the Rcfcritments of 
the People; 

But it they are for hanging up all Keafbn and 
Argument as Traitors to the State : If they, or the 
Perfons who write on their Side the Oueftion, at- 
tempt to awe \Js with the Royal Auniority, and 
are for flicltering. ail their Mifmanagements under 
tlie King's Name, where diey think, out of Fear 
or Refpedt:, we muft purlue them no ferther.

When we fet any Army miit the Field to the 
Enemy, and isknlk for Proteftion under the Can- 
non ot" fomfe ibrtified Town, we know it is becauie 
they are too weak to venture am equal Engagement. 

1 apply this to none but the Author we are now 
taking Notice of, who makes Ufe of the King's 

Name, in Things which regard the Minifters. 

Thus lie lays, the Libellers of the Times endeavour 
to create in the People an unjujt iMffidence toivards 

their Prince. And when he complains of the 

Refled:ions tJirown upon luch and fuch Meaiures, 
lus Way of anfwerinfi; it is, telUng us, that his Ma- 
j'fjfy^^ave fitch and fetch Orders, 

Since tnis Gentleman feems to know fo little of 
thelferure of our Government, as to cenfure every 
Remark upon the ConduCfc of a Minifter, as a 
Hefledion upon the Sovereign, it is fit we fliould 
let him know, that our Conftinition feperates the 
Counlcllor from] the King, in all Difputes which 
regard the Publick; and therefore, whenever we 
have a dangerous Profpcd of Affairs before us, the 
Subjeft is allow *d to examine the minifterial Parts 
of Government, and has a Right to demand how 
fuch Things come to pals.

Remark or two upon this Pamphlet, that the Au- 
thor, by a pretended Defence, has L&elVd the Mi- 
nifters in a more fevere Manner, than the Writers 
of the other Side have in all their Remarks upon 
the Conduct of the two laft Years.

This IS Part of the Calumny he complains has 
been rz\s*d againft thole in the Admmiftration, 
which he anlwers and dilprovcs, {^as hn tells you) by 
giving a Copy of the Orders made out for Admiral 
Nofier^ Commander of the Squadron of Men of War 
fcnt to the JFef -Indies, 

Firft, the laid Orders are too long to be infcrted 
here ; and Secondly, I can't help thinking that they 
areof his own Forging and Invention: However, I 
ihall give the Subftance of them in as few Words as 
I can, and then offer my Reafbus why I think they 
cannot be genuine. 

* He telG us Admiral Hojler was to make th^ beft 

• of his Way for the Wefi-hdkSy and by all means 

* to hinder the Galleons and Flota from pa{ring into 

• Europe: To that purpofe he was to fail to \ihat- 

* ever Ports they lay, and when he arrived, was to 

* give Notice to the ^fatiilb Governors not to Ship off 

* tneir Money, or lend out their Ships ; and if after 

• this Notice given, they Ihould attempt to pufh out, 

* he was to Icize and aetain them. ■ He was 

* alio to lend a Frigate before him to Jamahay with 
« Orders to the Men of War ffation'd in thofe Parts, 

♦ to lail and ioin him.* This I think is pretty 

much thcSubftance of thcle pretended Orders. 

I think there isRealbn enough to believe, that thi^ 
is not the true Copy of the real Orders which wcr?

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the Spaniards in their Ports, and to fend them fuch 
Mfffages as tliis Author pretends, all Men who un- 
derilsmd any thmg of the political Maxims of* Na- 
tions, muft ezped: they would exert the utmoft of 
their Strength (jjoor as it is,) to rdcnt the Affront;

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But in all chat Catalogue of Sins, there is no 
Mention made of Flattery, or a bale Compliance to 
Power ; Vices which bring more certain Ruin on a 
Commoowwdth, than all there Iiinted at befides. 

I rejoice, that nothing ofthasl^mre hasap^ar^ 
ed ftrong enough to merit a Prcfentmcnt, either 
from a Grand Jnry, or the Foice of the Peoyle ; for 
in Times Icfi degenerate than the prcfcnt, Flattery- 
has often Ihewn its iervile Face and then nothing 
iras 10 be ieen in all Ranks and Degrees of Men, 
vho aim'd at Place and Preferment, but fawning 
and cringing on ibme bale Wretch in Fowevf whom 
peiiiaps die Vices of the Age, and his own more 
JfgHoI Qrrtfpthns had fais*d ahow his Betters, 

The Manners of thei^ Times, as I take it, have 
no kind of Tendency that Way : Our Wakings in 
particular are the Efied: of that honeft Tiberty 
winch Men take, of difirovering their OWerrations 
Oft Perfims and Things ; for every Age makes Ibmc 
Improvement hi one Science or other, and ours has 
been peculiarly happy in its new Difcoveries in Po- 
liticks. Your MichiaveiSf BJMknSy and Maza- 
Thus are now proved to be a parcel of Shallow, lupcr^ 
fidfil Fellows ; the Maxin» of the firft may do well 
enough indeed to amufc Pedants, as the Conduct of 
die twolaft might ferve to raife fuch an infignificant 
Kingdom as Jtrance^ from a low^ to a profperous 
Condkion: Bi#what would become of them now, 
tf tkev had to do with certain Perfbns that fhall be 
nam^tefs. 

How far we have excelled the Ancients in the 
pra^ck Part of Politicks, I leave others to decide ; 
out that we have gone beyond them all in the 
Specutitthfe^ I may venture to aflert, and to prove 
ttf nt^ only quote all the Authors who for two or 
tln-ce Years laft paft, have writ on one Side of the . 
Que^cm from the Enquiry y down to the Obfiroathns 
on the Conduit ef Great Brrtmin^ who whh a great 
£ 3 deal 
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deal of fine Reaibning have prov'd, that H is mi 
necejfafy that Minifiers of State Jboud know am thing at 
all of State Jffairs. 

I forelee thefe two profound Pieces will be tranflat- 
cd 'into all foreign Languages, which I conicfs, I 
would prevent, if I could ; for I Ihould be lorry to 
fee all other Nations made as wife as oudelves, and 
reap the Benefits of our Difcoveries in the Arts of 
Government. 

But to Ipeak more ferioufly, I think it is as cafy 
to know the Man who receives Bribe or Penfion, by

If you feem to wonder that fiich and fuch Mea&res 
Ihouldiprove prejudicial, he grows angry, and asks 
you, muft things bejudgd by Events f ■ Every 

ablurd thing that is iaid oy one of their Leaders, they 
all catch and repeat like Ecchoes, — With fiich Men as 
thefe, a kind Seafbn, a plentiful Harveft, and all 
the pubhck Benefits which fall on the People, pro- 
ceed from the Minifiers ; but an exfenjive uteaty^ an 
ill-concerted jilliance^ and the Mifchie^ flowing from 
them come from the Stars, 

Our Poet ShakeJ^ear has finely ridiculed the ablurd 
Keaibning of this Sort of Men.

* he) that when Knaves or Fools arc fick in DiP-

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Cardinal Ricbiieu woald not all6w that tbere was 
any fucb thins in Politicks, as good or bad Luck ; 
according to him, all Thin^ were the 'E&€ts ei- 
ther of wife or of ignopnt Meafures. As to our 

Afiairs, I can fee no Keafbn to believe, that the 
S|ars are not as much^ in our Intereft, as in that of 
our Enemies. .^^ 

I remember, when the Ir^bman in theComedv. 
is complaining of his ill Fortune, Somebody tells 
him, there are no Stars frr IrHbrnen ; but league will 
not allow that to be true, for belays, andfwears 
to it, that there are as many Stars in Irelattdf 9S 
there arc in England', —*- and I, for my Part, am 
of Opinion, that we have as many Stars m Eighmd^ 
as there are in zHSfaiH and thc^nfirtf But iuppole 
it were otherwiie, if we have the wi&ft Heads, we 
need not fear getting the worft in a Treaty by their 
Majority of Stars. 

Whenever ignorant Men have glided, bad 
Mealurcs have been taken, of which our own

hortfa Minifby could make a prrvate Advant^ 
by an Alliance prejodidnl to the Nation, i^ey ac^e^ 
nHM>e would acquaint the People widi it befeie- 
hand ; and if any I4dii(t Ihould be made about it 
afterwards, they need only aniwer, they had afted 
suxofdingtotbe beft of their Ska iM KMvkdke.

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But Thanks to the Spirit of our Ancefiors, it is 
otherwife, though no Doubt they vrerc called 
Calumniates by the Slaves of^ thoie Times, for op* 
pofing ftich a tight barwurabh and riight ftupid Ad- 
minim^tion ; fb that now if Men to whom Gad 
bath mt lifted to giwi either Wit or Orace^ ihall take 
upon them to mike JUiancis or ^reaties^ or govern 
Nations, they are to be punifh'd for their Ignoranct ; 
for if they have no Slull or Addrefs in Aflairs, 

why did they undertake great Employments? 

For Ignorance in the governing Part ot the People, 
is as miichievous ta the State, as wilful Treachery. 

We read that by the maritime Laws, if the 
Pilot who undertakes to condud: the Ship, ihould 
by his Ignorance run into manifefi Peril, it is law- 
ful for the Crew to &ize him, and chop off his 

Head that Minute. If he ihould jlead that he 

work'd the Ship according to the ben of his Skill 
and Knowledge, it will avail him nothing, for he 
muft die for undertaking an Employment without 
fufficicnt Knowledge, on which the Srfcty of others 
depended. -^ — It is but reaibnable, that thoie who 
fleer the VefTel of the State ihould meet with the 
ikme Puniihment, if they incur the iame Guilt, 
becaufe the Ruin is much greater. 

Ancl if it were otherwiie, it wou'd fiimiih con- 
tinual Matter of Difcontent amongil the People ;. 
for all the Subje£bs of a free State have a natural 
Right to its beneficial Offices ; but when the Mil- 
lion perceive that Employment £dl only on the 
Firil of the People, thoie who happen to be di- 
fHnguiih'd by iuperior Skill and Capacities for great 
Affairs, they are content with being well govern"d, 
and ieck no more : — But if they perceive that the 
Community is made the Prey of^ Blockheads, they, 
will think hard if every Dunce ihould not have an 
equal Chance of heaping up immenfe Riches^ of bmld* 
ing Palacejy and raiftng a Family^ by ruining the pub^ 
lickJjfairj, A

Men are never fo mifarumate^ as when their Huliour 
Projefts meet with no Msfotfune fix>m the Hand of 
Providence, — The critical Death of a Piincc, with' 
whom a difadvantagious Alliance is made, or the 
Lofs of a fleet by Shipwreck, lent upon a wild £x^ 
pedition, might lerve to bring them off, and ftop 
ttie Mouths of diiceming Men ; but when their 
Schemes meet with no unlucky Rubs, and yet end 
in Nothing, their lUCefniu& glares in the Face of all 
Mankind. 

There are a kind of Spirits fo unfit for the Ma-' 
nagement of great Affairs, that their Minds are be- 
wilder'd and diftra&ed with tlie leafl: Difiiculty, or 
moft remote Shew of Danger: In this Situation, 
their Deiigns are as extravagant as was that Man's, 
who being told by his Servant, that there wtt-e FVsl- 
lows about the Houle, (who he believed) deitgn*d to 
rob it, jumps out of the Window, and breaks his 
Keck, to avoid the imaginary Dax^ger. If Men of 
that^M>r Gei^tK are in the Oovenzment of Kinj^d<»ns^ 
Peace makes them mad and iniblent to their Keigh-

could not hurt the well temper'd Inftrument 

i cannot fee tliat the Author of the EveauryhM 
received any Injury upoa this Head: • — When his 
Pamphlet firft appear*d, it was luipeAed to be writ- 
ten not for thi^fakt of ^rtdbj but to ferve a certain 
Turn ; when Men had read and confider*d it, they 
faw thro' the falie Colourings whidi were put upoft 
Things, and therefore writ againft it ; and ifthev

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think of it at this Day, asjthey did then, they have 
the Satis&Sion of ieeing all the World of their 
Opinion. ^ ^ 

Yet now comes out a Defence of the Enqusty^ 
at a Time, when one, would think, that the Au- 
thor mipht have Caufe enough to be jglad, if every 
Thing m it were foi^ot, as much as if it had never 
been written.

This Qrcumftance alone, I believe, will juftify 
tho& who ventured to chaise him with being em- 
ploy*d ; for it is not reafonable to believe, that 
Minifters impart Secrets of luch a Namre to any, 
except to thofe they think fit to fet to work. 

It is certain, that fbme of thofe private Intelli- 
gences have fince been much difcredited, which 
may induce us to believe him, when he declares he 
was not employ'd ; for, I fay, we have as ftrong 
Gonvi&ion now that ibme of them were falfe, el- 
pedally thofe relating to private Articles of the 
Treaty of Fietmay as he had at that Time, that

vras gain'd, and this^ ihodld afterwards be di(co-> 
ver*d to be an Impofidon, no Man of common Senie 
will ever believe him after. 

We have feen a Prelate of the Church of Eng* 
landy till then of unllifpeftcd Truth, banifli'd his 
Country upon Qrcumftances, notwithftanding his 
folemn Declaration of his being innocent of the Fafts 
laid to his Charge. — -Fd fein know, whether this 
Author was then of Opinion, that the JVordcf a 
£i/^ ought to outweigh Circumftanccs 1 

There is nothing fo commcn, as for Men who 
are fbil'd, and overcome in Argument, to complain 
of hard Ulage ; it is the laft poor Shift of thole 
that are conquered ; but he might as well complain 
and write Wainft Time it lelf, the great Difcoverer 
of hidden Truths, fince that has ridicul'd him more 
than the Craft/man has done. 

That many Things in that Pamphlet appear to 
Day, to have been cither mfreprefentcd^ ill-judgdy 
or mtfaken^ I prelume he cannot deny ; but whe- 
ther it was occafion'd thro' Inadvertency ^ Weaknefs^ 
or ibme other Caule, mufl be left to the World, 
who are to be all Men's Jury in Difputes of this 
Nature.

from thofe received Maxims which have oeen the

Steps, but that Men are hurried into bad Meafiires 

by Fate and Neceflity, which may fcrve for a 

general Anfwer, to excufe all the Blunders that evef 
9uill be committed as long as the World endures.

But how do we know that t 
Is there no little Sj^arks of Vanity, of Avarice or 
Ambition, lurking m any Corner of his Heart ? His 
Revenues may be great, and his PoUeflions large, but 
we mull be acquainted with his Paf&ons and weak- 
nefTes, before we can be Judge of his Wants. Have 
we not feen Men in honourable Pofts, with Incomes 
annex'd to them, perhaps as great as this Author can 
boafl, whofc Lives neverthelefs have been but one 
continued Scene o£ Bribery y Frauds and the little low 
bricks of Stock-johhers? In an Age fb bafe and corr 
rupt as the prcfent, we muft know the Man, before 
we can concur with him in his own Commendation. 

Perhaps thofe loft and tender Expreffions which

^F my Memory does not deceive me, 
that Sentence is of GcerCf who was 
of Opinion, that it was the Duty of 
every honeft Man to deteA and ex- 
pofc the Adions of thole who were 
working againft the Liberty of their 
Country. 
As to the Foreign roes — it lleldom happens that 
the People ftand m Need of being informed, which 
of their Neighbours they ought to regard with the 
moft jealous Eyes ; the icaft Incroachraent attempt- 
ed by any State ae;ainft another, with regard to 
Territory or TraoCt makes a great Noife in the 
' F 3 Worid^ 
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World, and puts the mjar*d Baity upon its Defence^ 
and all hoftile Attempts require fp much Preparation^ 
that a People may be ready to receive their £ne* 
tnies, before any Miichief can be done. 

There anc Nations whofe political Interefts draw 
!b differently apinft each other, that there cannot 
be a ftron£; and lailing Union betwisct them. Such« 
for ibme Ages, has been the Situation of France ana 
England ; Kit our Pfeoplc arc bred up ig fuch a tea- 
loufy of the Fwuh Policy and Grandeui:^ that uiey 
of tnemfclves are apt to uilped even any Kindnefi 
which comes from thence. 

The Enemies a Nation has moil to fear, are 
thofe ill the Bofbm of her Counfils, becaufe there 
is kis Defence to be made againU them, and then 
her own Strength and Treafure which ihould be 
ufed for her Defence, may be employ'd to ruin 
her. A great Author of our own Country afliires us,

Thus has our Author given us a Deicription of 9 
bad Miniffry, and by iuch Marks as theft, they 
will at all Times be eafily known to the People. — : 
But it may be ask*d» Why is this urged now, when 
nothing like it is apprehended? I omy anfwer, that 
all the World is apt to^ judge of Things by Com* 
parifim ; and we who live in theft virtuous Times, 
may, by reading this Deftription, know the better 
how to ftt a true Value upon the preftnt Set of 
Miniffers, who are taiAted with none of theft 
Corruptions. 
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(T is an old Obfervation that has beeii 
made upon the Ertgiilb^ that they are 
excfllent In^rowrSf out that they yicli 
to other Nations in the Merit of /n^ 
veraion: Perhaps tliis may betrue, in 
Kefueft to Arts and Sciences ; but 1 
believCy in Regard to Gmanerce^ it will appear othcr7 
wife; and there are ie\*erai Branches of Trad^ 
which were fiHt difcoyer'd and carried on by the 
EMi/bf tho'the Profit might be afterwards run away 
wiUi by other Nations. 

I am led mto this Refleftton, by a Pamphlet, 
intitled, Rtmofhs vbon ^rade^ which I find wa^

The Au^ 
thor, whom \ an) about to quote, ^ems to hav^ 
honefter Views : be is for exl)ortinfi; People tp 
prelcirve, or rather recover their Trade, by (hew- 
ing thp Dangers it may be fubjcdt to^ and how ea- 
filyit may oe Ipft, wi^hoijt tnduftry, and goo4 
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G>ndtiA, in the governing ^Part of the People ; 
and tlhis lie has done, by producing Examples of

Paflage to it was incumbered with none of thofe 
Difficulties which is generally met with in Voyw 
ages up the Bahick^ and its Situation fo near the

had it not been for the Native Commodities of 
En^land^ and its Dependancies which they re- 
quire, and can be fumiih'd with no Way but thrp* 
our Hands. 

* The Fiflieries of Greenland and Newfoundland 
were alio firft difcover'd by Us ; we were in folc 
Pofteflion of them, and claim'd a Right to mo-

able in General, from their AcquiCtions' in Trade, 
and even courted by the Contenders &r the Em^ 
^ ; tho* they themfelves were of no Capacity, bj 
MiJbii' of tMir inward Divifions, andthelittle 
native Pdwer which they reipeftively pofleis'd, tp 
invade the general Liberty. 
^ In the nrafth Century, another trading Peo» 
pie be«n to appear m the World, by the Mroe 
of the O EafierHfi^s\ theie were the Inhabitant* 
of ieverai little maridme Town) in Gtrnumu 
who, to defend thcmfelves affainft the frequent 
Pymctes, with which the lNk>rthem Seas were 
then infiskd, aflbciated themselves ti^^her, and 
in that Situation became €o confidenble, that 
they continued to the latter End of the fifteenth 
Century, thefble Arbiters of Peace and War in 
the North, and were, indeed, greatly confider'd 
by all the Princes and States ia Enr^^ tho' 
their remote Situation and divided Itfteretb, ren- 
der*d them but little formidable to the liberty 
of the World. 

« But about the latter £nd of the fifteenth Cen- ' 
tury , the Trade of the World fificr'd a greater Re- 
volution than perhaps it ever had done befi>re, 
and that Part hereof which was added to the 
Power of Sp/Un^ made all £m^ tremble. 
« Tiie F9fiMgttn» about this Time found out a ' 
Way to the Eaft Mies by the Qf$ofGoodH^ 
and made Lisbon the Staple of all thole Eafltm

« Tile Mew World was diicover'd by the S^- 
ardi under Ferdinand^ and Gold and Silver ^ which

' * So EonfideraUe an Addition was made to the 
Power of Spain^ bjr tlic Trade of the Gallems to 
Jmericc^ tljat it cnang'd die Face of Affairs in 
all Bltripe; SxrCHMes «he ^ftby with all thofe 
Trcafcres lb his Command, found it eafv to be 
eie£bedjtt> the Empire ^Gtrmaw^ by which he 
was aaacig at ionce a great Over-Jballance for the 
rdOi^ Eu$sfp»\ and had not a great many Things

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AH this Decay of the Span^ Monarchy, nii^ht 
be cafily j^roved to proceed from the bad Adinini- . 
^ration of her Qvii Government ; but this per- . 
haps we may treat of upon fbme other O^cafion. 

Lj^t it be only obferv*d, how often Trade has 
rifen and fail'n ; how offen it has fhifted its Quar- 
cersy and chang'd its Climate, and how prec^ious 
a Tide does bare PofTeffion give to a Thinjg;, wj^ch 
is held by no other ^enure^ than that of IndiAry 
and good Government. ^ 

And now we are upon this Subjeft, it will be 
neccffary to be a little particular upon the Condu^ 
of the Dtitcbf who for about a Cewtury have got 
the Start of the whole World, in the Bufipcis of 
Trade and Navifi;ation. 4 , 

In puriiiing this Subjeft, we fhall find them fbme- 
times advancing themfelves by Pardmony and hft 
diiftry, and at other Times, by Incroachments, 
Violences, and other Methods, no Way jfiftifiablc 
by the Laws of Nations. * , 

I ihall fay but little of their Uiage towttirds -the 
Englijb in particular, andof the-Mdfcs by which 
they engrofs'd the whole Spic€ Tradt to thcmlclves ; 
the Affair ofu4mhcynais but too well known, and 
perhaps it is better it ihould be quifie forgot, fince 
n6 Satis^&ion is ever like to be made for it. 

But it is remarkable enough, that almoft all thoi^ 
j;reat Settlements which they are now Mafters of 
m both Lidiesy as well as on the CoaSU of jtfrkk^^^ 
formerly belonged to tK^ Portugueft^ and* wercs ta- 
ken from them by the J^utcb^ without any Cau&vf 
Qiiarrel, at a Time when that People were •difpiri^ 
ted, and had loft their Refblution oy the Of^ref- 
iions of the SpanUtrdsy and were in no Condition to 
defend themfelves. 

Even Fonune itfelf fcem'd tfi»favour the Growth 
and Jncrcafc of HollofiAy by a Concurrence of leve- 
ral favourable Circumfiances ; and the Author of 

a late 
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% late Pamplildt, caird SeafvnMe Remarks ttpon 
^radty lays « that tho' the Dutch had in their Infancy 
Several Difficulties to ftruggle with, yet on the 
other Hand, lb many l^hings conlpired to raile 
their Ijpwer, that in alhort lune they lurroounted 
them all. 

* The Misfortunes of Portugal j the Severities of 
the Inquilition throughout all the Dominions of 
Spaifiy the Perlccution in France^ and the Trou- 
bles in Englandy all happening at, or very near^ 
the lame Time, made Holland (as it were) an Afy- 
lum for all the Trading and Rich^ People in Ett- 
rope. They proceeded intent upon Trade only^ 
engag'd in no Wars this Side of the World, but 
liich as were for their Prclervation, and crcn 
thole within their own Country ; which were 
therefore to them rather an Inlet th^n a Drain of 
Trcafure ^hey km the Cofifitmpfion of their Pcor 

frre from exorbitant flaxes ^ at a Time when their 
Neighbours were under heavy Debts; and by 
this Means continued the Price of Labour at a 

moderate Pitch. But above all Oeconomy and 

^emperofice were the ulbal Recommendations to 

places of Truft and Power in the State This 

begot an ui^erfal Parfimony in the People, and 
^i^nded for a Sealbn, thote Evils whicli ^me- 
times grow from exceffive Riches, and which Ibmc 
of their Neighbours already began to feel in an 
encrealing Luxury and Proiuliou.

* Bat the Parfiraony, and other DomefKck Vir-* 
taes of the Dutchy oy iivhich they wer% (b long 
enabled to tranlaft almoft all the Trade of the 
World, have within a few Years ^rdiatly given 
Way to Exbence and Figure.- — Tney have al* 
ready a Taftc, for thofe Follies which" the World 
^is pleas'd to call by the Name of Elegant Lhjhigj 

as well as for fumptuous Equipages ; and they can 
indulge themfelves in Kht and Luxuryy without

And whenever they arrive to fiich a Htch, that 
Oeconomy and Temperance fliali no lon^r be 
the Recommendations neceffary to qualify a Matt 
for Places of Truft and Power in the State ; — * 
When the ambitious in the State ihall find out 
ibme agreeable Wav to Popularity by Ex^nce 
and Profiifion ; ana when the People begm to 
have a Tafle and Reliih for the Sweets oF fuch 
En^gements ; the States of Hciland (perhaps th 
as fhort a Time as ihe Hans-Tovmi) will ceaft 
to be high and mighty^ thetr Power at Sea wiM 
devolve upon ibme other People^-snd theyma^ 
chance to h^ reduced to their piltnitxve Fiihing^- 
B^ats again.

'where all the Neceffaries of Life are to be purchafed

XreUmd very iiappily fttuated fcr that Purpoie ; and 
without ioAe inch Expedient, he thinks we cannot 
carry our Manufedute^ . abroad upon the foot of 
other liilations. a 

It is no Doubt, that as we pofleis {o many Iflahds 
in America:^ as well as Provinces upon the Continent 
in that l<lew Worldy that a very beneficial Trade 
may fttil be carry 'd on betwixt Subject and Sub^edt, 
and whidh will fuppor^ gSc Navigation ; provided 
the Inhabitants ot thoie Parts ihould not be put 
out of Hunumr by t^afacious and tyrannical Governors^ 
which may^ndi^theih lc& ind^flrious, and make 
them eveiHgHyh Tor » Change : ^ut I am ftill in . 
Doubt, wheKv, if we ^^uld loie upon the Bal- 
lance of Trade with Foreigners, whether the Profits 
by our N^igation to our own Plantations, will 
bring us in as much as our Luxury will carry out.

But this Humour of attnbuting all the WifSom 
In the Nation to the Men who have the fngiring 
of the PuhUck Mmy^ has pteval'd in other Coun- 
tries as well as with us. In the Beginning of the

AUpon which Occafion the King con- 
fUltcd the 'Duke oi Sully ^ a bravfc OiEcer, and a 
Man of unblemiih'd Honour ; but fb little ^ers*d . 
in A^fs rekting to the finances, that he know 
nothifis; ofAcAunts, and' cou'd fcarce write ^ How- 
ever, the'lling dcfir'd tolcmiw his Opinion,^ ]Hrhat 
was beft to b^^done, in ^:afe the Britfns ihoul(f rife : 
The Dnke anfwer'd him. very fttmkly, that his 
Advice was^to jpubliih his £di& &;r pardooineriBie 
People ; and u it was neceflar^ that ibme-4>od]r 
muft fuficr for a Rebellion, that his Majcfty wou'd 
be graciouily ^plealecf to bang tip two of three tf bis 
MntfierSy*^M he wt>u'd engage hisLi£p, that the 
People wou'd fubmit, without the Appearance of 
Troops to be lent aeainft them. 

Theue was Something very honeft, as well as 
brave, in (peaking fb freely of J^en, who were 
adfcually at that Tifhe in the Cabmet-CouAcil of 
the King.

In 'fine, wlilioQe more ado, he cMsmitted the 
Direfi&m of tfii^Finaifces iblely to the Didoe of 
SuUy , to tlte great MorttficMjpn of our «tfen Mm^ 
or as tlie modern Phrafe ls,^r ch^ter Mm, They, 
and fheir di&ppoinied Flatterers, iiieer'd <^enly, 
imd feid, there mult be fine Work wh«i People 
were employ 'd thkt were Strangers to the Bufincis 
of the T^fny : «— Aot whsit wa» f^ Confequeace 
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of this Stef) ? He firft diiiniis'd above half the 
Commiflioncrs and ^inferior Tax-Gathcrcrs ,- by 
which an iirimeoie Sum was &ved yearly to the 
State ; and by thefe and other Regulations, in the 
Space of Ten Years, he paid o£F the Sum of two 
hundred Millions of Livres, which the Kation 
ow'd ; and when the Kin^ died, there were thirty 
Millions of Livres found .m the ^reafntyy and not a 
ShiUing due from the State, either to Subje& or 
Foreigner. 

What is moft woadcrfiil, is, that all this was done 
in Time of War, which fome Men will pretend 
is a vciy impfoper Junfture for redrefling of Grie- 
tancdd ; whereas part of the Debt was cootradted 
by his Prcdeceffors in a Time of Peace, {which 
feme Mtn think a very proper ConjunHure for creating 
Grievances.) It was alio brought about without 
layine one new Tair, and even by remitting Part 
of whai;,was laid before. 

After the Death of Harry the Fourth, Mary de 
Medkis liftned to the Perfwafions of Ibme Peribn< 
who wanted to fill their own Pockets at the Ex- 
pence of the Publick ; thefe infinuatcd to her, that 
the Duke of SMy was indeed a Man of Honourt 
but that he had oeen bred up all his Life in Arms, 
and was altogether unacquamted with the Kature 
of thofe Afiairs ; and that if the Finances were to 
be managed by Men who had made fuch Things 
their Study, no doubt they muft turn to &r greater 
Account. 

Kow (bmc of our clever Men were again brought 
into Bufinels, and very cleverly tbey manag*d ; for 
in a fhort Space of^imc, they made fuch grols 
Miiapplications of mt publick Money, that the 
Nation was a^n run in Debt, and the People in- 
to the fame Diftrefs and Difficulties, from which 
the Duke of ^ly had reliev'd thrm, and this was 
likewife brouirkt about in the TiAie of Pfiace.

thereby, yet the private Benefit accruing from it 
tp the States f outweighed that Confideration.

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Sometimes Alliances may be fonn'd betwirt 
Powers whofc Intcrefts are iftconfiftent with cadi 
other, and this may be done where one Party may 
have Views thereby, of drawing the other into 
iiich Diftre£fes, as could not be effeded by open 
Force. 

Mdnfieur Colherty a great Minifter in the Begii»» 
ning of the Reign o^ Lewis the Foterteenthy in a jBook 
addrefs'd to the King, which was not publiih'd 
till after the Author's Death, has made political 
Remarks upon all the Meaiiires of that Prince's 
Reign, to the Author's Death, in which may be 
read the following Refle^ons : . 

^ About this Ime the Rebels of Ei^hmd having 

* prevaird over, their unfortunate King, and taken 

* him Priibner, executed him upon a Scaffold like 

* a common Criminal, and compell'd the 'whole 

* Royal Family to fly for Remge to Fore^ 

* Countries ; they aUb fet up a Form of Govern- 

* ment, till then unknown in that Country, yet 

* your Majefty thought fit to acknowledge this 

* new Government, the JiJembers ^ which were 

* lately drawn from the vileft of the People. 

* This you did , notwithftanding your Nearnels 
*■ of Blood to that kwfol Heir, tne Juftkc rf 

* his Cauie, and the Compaflion which you had 
' for him ; and in thus ^crificing your own in* 

* clination to the Interefts of your State , you 

* adied like the Father of your Pieoplc ; for by 

< entering into an Alliance with that new Re^b- 
^ lick, and agreeing to bani& their lawfol Prince 

* out of your Dominions, you gain'd vat Advan-^ 
« tages to France ; you divided England and Sfah9^ 

* whole mutual Intereft k is to keep upon good 
« Terms with each other; you even made Ufc of 

< the Strength of England to difh-ets Sj^ain^ by 

< which Means you nad Time to quell lAuAc 

< Commotions within, which wc;e railed by the 

- . - «Am^ 
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Ambition of the Princes- of your Blood, and even 
made confiderable Conquefts upon S^Mn, If you 
had not found theib Means of divertmg that new 
R^ublick from puduing the true Intercfts/of 
England^ they would have join'd with Spafitf which 
mip have kept France low and miferable, if not. 
quite have ruined her; ib that by this fine Turn 
of Policy, you laid the Foundation of that Great* 
ne(s, wmch at prdent, SpMn and England (be they 
never Ho firn^y united) are not able to ihakc, 

* In the War betwixt the two Republicks of Eng- 
land mdi Holland; your Maj«% offcr'd your Me- 
diation towards making an Accommodation be- 
twixt them, but not till your Majefty faw that it 
would be done without you, by which you brought 
both thoie States, in fome Measure depending up- 
on you, and diverted the Engli/b from forming 
any Dedans againft your Power, which was now. 
but growmg. 

* Aoout fix Years after the Reftoration of the 
King of England^ when your Strength was great- 
ly increafed, a War breaking out betwixt Eng- 
land and Holland^ your Majefty thought fit to en- 
ter into an Alliance 0£fenuve and Dcfeoflve with 
the Dntchy at the very Time that your Majefly 
had form*d a Scheme for the G>m}Hefl of Holland', 
of Confequence the Succours which you afforded 
them, bore no Proportion to their Expe&ations^ 
nor to what it was thought convenient to flatter 
them with : It is true, this Alliance did not lafl 
long, nor di4 your Majefty expeft it wou'd, for 
the Dutch began to be alarmed at your MajeHy s 
great Power fb near them, yet it anfwer'd your 
Purpole ; for by thefe Mean« your Ms^efly came 
to hi acquainted with every Thing that pafs'd in 
their Councils,, which^ was of infinite Ufe to you 
in the Meafiires you were forming to deflroy their 
St^ice; and fb far had you work*d yourfelf into

The Dmb 
indeed thought it high Time to fbiidt for Peace, 
and an Accident happenM at Lmien^ which dii^- 
poied the EngU^ Omxrt td lifteh to the Propoiils 
of Hollan^y and to gi^mt them better Terms fhan 
thcyhad Reaibn to expert, and tMs wdsthe dread-' 
ful Fire, which confuin'd almoft the whole City, 
fo that your Maiefty did not reap all the Admm* 
tages which migtit have Wen e:itpedied fitHn the 
Continuation of this War/ 
But fome Inftances more modem may be produc'd 
of Princes, who havfe entered into Alliances with 
other States, upon n^ other View, but ton^^eaken 
and deftroy them : Such was that of the late C«ir 
of Mufcovy with Dtftmark, This enterprifing E*ri»ce 
having pofFefs'd himielf of Livonia and Ingra^ be- 
came Matter of two noted Sea Ports in the Bmlikk ; 
it is no Secret now, that he laid Defigns of extetid- 
ing his Conquefts Southward, but there were twa 
Maritime Powers in his Way, too Potent 9or bis 
new raisM Fleet to contend with, thele were StJ^itn 
arid Denmark ; the Dam guards the Paffage of the 
Sound, and may therefore be faid t^ command the 
JBaltfcky and of Conlequcnce the Cxar muft have 
it in his Heart to deftroy him firft : But what Me- 
thods did he take for this Purpofe ? He enters into 
an Alliance with Denmark againft Sweden^ by which 
Means he kept thofc two Powers employed in weak- 
ening each other, while he ftood by an unconcem'd* 
Spedbator^ infomuch^ that the Squadrons of thoie 

Nations 
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Kadons eneae'd each other three Timet one Sum- 
flicr, wUj£&iAi^2vt»«fy had not one Ship aa^ 
them ; he was indeed a Psxty in the Alliance, out 
never thougtit of being ib in the Ww ; and this 
-will appear by another Qrcumftauce, for on Pre- 
tence ol making an End of the War at once, he 
projedod with J^aanark the making; a Dc i c c nt oa 
Scbtmtn^ and to that Purpoie came down the BaHkk 
Mmfelf, with a Body of aaooo Men on Board, and 
landed them in Dmnmk^ as had been screed ; the 
Kling of DtnrnMfk was al£> ready^ and tho' a Dajr 
was fix'd for the Ddcent, the Czar found Means 
of delaying it, and fb continued tt> do from Time 
to Time, that the Dams were ^ly alarm'd, and 
wiiea he was paft*d for an Anfwer, he took off 
the Mask, and declared there ihoold be no Deftent. 

Upon this the Dmies had nothing to do but to 
ftrengthen their Pofts, and employ their hrmr 
to defend themfelves againft the Ruffidmsy whicn 
was defign'd to conquer Sweden ; and &ppy enough 
they dioi^t themmves when they got rtd of thciib 
dangerous Allies, which was not done till the Coun- 
try was extreamly hanafi'd and impoveriih'd, b]^ 
liieir living (o long upon ihem. 

I could produce ibme other Examples of Alliances 
Hot very difierent from thefe, but the Times are ib 
^xtreamly captious, and the Humours (^ Party fo pe-> 
ttilant, that a Man ftaroe knows what to write. 

I will only £17, that nothing like this can ever 
happen to Great Britain ; for as it is apparently the 
Intereft ^f Frame and UfSand to ice Er^land fioo- 
Fiih in Trade, as well as great in Power, our en- 
tering into Alliances with thoie Kadons cannot be 
attended with any Confequences fatal either to li*- 
berty or Commerce.

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Have obfcrv'd, that in moft of the 
Political Pamphlets which of late 
Years have come from a certain Par^ 
ty, an extream Rancour every «oi» 
and then breaks out againft the jRW- 
al JR»«/$rt)f the S^UJR<tS, as if.

I have therefore look'd into Hiftory, to examine 
what kind of Figure this Nation made in the 
World, under fomc of thoie Jf^fi Princes, whole 
Names in our Days are often treated with fo much 
Freedom; and, as the Reign of King GHJRLES 
the Second, is that wherein tliey pretend there is> 
moft Blots to be hit, it will not be amils to take a 
Yicw of the State of our j^mts^ with relpe& to other 
Nationsy under that Prince, 

It is certain, there will be Errors at all Times^ 
and perhaps Ibmething in every Court which ought 
to be correked; but there is a wide Difiference be- 
twixt common Frailties^ and luch notorious Cormp* 
thns and AhuJeSy as difirefs the StdjeBy and weahenp 
if not quite w/», the State « I will therefi^ra 

own freely, that Ibmethmg of the firft might be 
objedbed to the Condud: of that beloved Prince, 
and the Extravagances of the Duke of Buckingham, 
the Lord Rachefier^ and fovoi^ others, might with 
good Reafbn put virtuous and (bber Men Ibme-

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times out of Htwiour widi the Cotut : Nav, I wilt 
not dtnjj bat tint the King him&If had an es«

Bat it hasbem imetimes ui^*d, that the GaU 
lantries of the Court in that Reign had a bad £& 
itOi upon the Manners of the People, to fudi a 
Degree, that the Man who had ruin'd the Reputa- 
tions of moft Women, pais*d fer the fiuefl Gentle- 
man : I will not pretend to fay that this Charge it 
altogether groundlefs, the Prevalence of bad Exam* 
pie, is a Truth too much experienced to be dcny'd ; 
there m« great Numbers of Peefk who fellow Gmnt 
merely fer Pfefermenty and thde will imitate thoie 
above them in ail Things good or bad ; thus when 
the Court is kmrmd and wUiy^ fech Men will apply to 
ffl0 and LiitfHing ; on riie contrary, if it be a taf^^ 
chfts Comrfy they will turn dieir Inventions to 
Ftmds and Sticks j in order to be taken Kotice of, 
and grow conffiderabk. 
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Sir JViUiam ^empk carries this Matter Ml £if- 
thcr; for he (ays, *If Men fee that the Way to 
*. rile in the State is by Worth and virtuous Quali- 
*■ fications^ the Genius of a Nation will run that 

* Way, and produce great and noble Sub^^lis-' — 
*: but if they can hope to do it only by vicious Hu- . 
'.rnours, bafe Arts, and by the warm Puriuit (right 

* or wrong) every Man of his own private Intern^, 
*• the whole Spirit of a Nation will bv D^rees run

Thus in the Reign of King CHARLES the 
Second, a Gallantry with the Ladies might do 
a Man no harm, perhaps he might not be the 
worfe recciv'd in the beft Company for it — But 
fFhy Learningy a fine Addtefs^ and Pdhmefs of 
Manners^ were necenary Qualifications towards Ptt" 
fermenty and the Court oT England in that Rdgn, 
was what the Court of France has been ever 
fince, the Place where the Nobility of Foreigjn 
Nations re£)rted for the Improvement of their 
Manners. 

But perhaps we may be ask'd, of what Advan^ 
tage is the Reputation of Civil and good Manners 
at Home, if the Intere/i of the Ndttion was not pre^ 
ierv*d in Point of ^ade Abroad, and its Honour 
maintain*damongfl:«fi^i&^M^M^ Rations f therefore it is 
necefTary to coiiuder that Pomt. 

We took Notice in our lafl, that the Dtttch bed 
the Hardineis to plunder ibme of our SbifSy and

Earsy and were liften*d to, with that . Regard 
which became a Prince^ who wou'd juftly merit 
the Title of Father of his People ; He was not igno- 
rant how dangerous it wou*dJbe to fuffer the 
Nation to be infnkedj^ and the Merchants who are

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its SMor$ to be fiundif*d with JmfHmH\ therefore 
Inftruaioas were ient to the Engl^b AmHfiet at the 
HagM^ to. deniand Satisfa^on for the Adronty and 
Reparation for the injur d StdyeBs, The States re^ 
tum*d iuch palliating and eyafive Anfwers, as are 
conunon where the Injurjr is too notorious to be 
deny'di and yet where it is iecretly approved: But 
our King was not to be impoied upon by iuch j4rtir 
fees; He knew the ff^orld too well, and therefore 
He gave Orders for a gallattt Fleet to be fitted 
out: Then indeed, our Dtttcb Ntigbhottrs began to 
' be a little frighten' d^ and their Mnifter at London^ 
had Orders to reprelcnt their Fears y and to ex- 
poftulate with his Mt^fiy concerning this extraor- 
dinary Jrmament'y by whom they were told in 
flain ^ermSf that he thought fit to fend out his 
Rcyai Navfj in order to vindicate the Honout of 
the- English Kation, tofroteB bis Subjects upon 
the Seasy ard to ajfert ^their Right to an open and

.worthy of a King ; nor' was it an idle Boaft to 
conceal an inward Fear, or a rude Infult to pro^ 
voice the.Refentment of fiich as hadnotoftnded 
us; k Was the Refult of ^ood- Council, and his 
MaU^ made good his Word m all RiJpeBs. 

it will not be material here to give a Detail of 
the War : Let it (ufiice, that the Valour of the

and all this without cofting the Nation a Shilling for 
Alliances ; this was !io Iboner done but the Powers 
«f the Norths who had been embsoil*d together, 
turn'd their Eyes upon kis Majejiy to be their . 
Aiediator^ 

Perhaps it ihou*d here be obfcrv*d, that thelc 

treat Succefles in Negotiation were owing to the 
ne Addiefi and Skill of our Mnifiers abroad ; this 
I readily own, for I make no doubt, if iova& igno^ 
rant Buffoon had been entrufted widi our AflSirs, 
we ihould have been treated without either Fear or 
KeJ^eB ; Foreigners wou*d have had a. Notion, that 
the Nationf luce its Reprefentativey was only fit to 
be ptay'd upon^ and we fliou'd have been laughed out 
rfour Trade in the Sight of the World.

Us and Pofierity to thofe Considerations alone; and 
that not having Skill enough to di/engage us from 
the Perplexities and Difijculties into wKch we are 
fallen (1 will not fay how) they had found out 
Expedients for a Day, or at leafl till luch Time 
as thev cou'd convemently flip their Heads out of 
Puhlick JjEfairSy and fave themfehes and Fortunes, 

But thelc Refleftions cannot with any Juftice 
be caft upon the prefent wife and ahJe Adminifra'- 
tiony whicji it is well known have conftantly pur- 
fucd the true Interejl of their Country^ to the Negle^ 

of 



of theif omt pivate firtstnes ; I ijeak k Jiarticular- 
ly trhh Regard to one (Jr^if Man^ who amidft the 
^'^^Mf ^fngs he has done ibr the Honour of this 
Jhakriy cannot be chai^'d with varachifif ffrsifiping 
tt the hef^ficM Offices ot the GsnmumxHaJtif Sr JH/;»- 
yftjTand ?W$^. 

I may therefore ventitfe to fiy, they will aft no 
iuch Part; they will not entangle this toor Nation 
in Difficulties, which muft be infupcrable hercat- 
tcr, and wliich any Mnijtry^ tho" never fo shlfut, 
might not be able to overcome. 

Ftaetj is certainly the moft eligible State; but 
it is a new Doftrine amongil Efigi/Jbtnen^ that Itj^ 
conveniencieSy ffar^fpf^ and Injuries are to be faf- 
Icrtd, rather than to engafl;e in a ^^r; thofe wh<i 
argue thus, have nothing out the Shred of an old 
Sentence to (iippott their Opinion — -an uTiJufi Peac0 
is better than the fnofijuft Ivor ; it may be a very 
good Sentence for atSrammarlan to giveas a Theme 
to School-boys ; but it ^ould be a miierable Maxim 
to be puriiied upon all OccafionS| in the great At£urs 
Of the World. 

If this Were true, there is iio State fb ^mak^ Cf 
inlferalUy fb re^id^ but may live in Peace at all 
Times, for it i^ Imtiubmitting to the Demands am! 
Inctgachmms of their Neighbours, and the Point i$ 
gained : fittt if a People ivipported by an emenjive 
SViftfe fliouM be pofieflcd with thisKotion, the Ci>n- 
fequence muft be this ; that Other Nations need but 
fhidy what Advantages they «ay want from them, 
and be i&re of meeting with Submiffi6n and Comr 
pliance — and I woud &ih Icnow in what thai 
muilend? 

Perhaps it may be imagined, that no Nation 
would offer to impofe upon a Peojjle of (b mstk 4 
^irH ; but if it Ihould be otherwise, this pacifick 
People may hope at leaft, when they have givea 
up at] tbey have, to be fufferM to remain in Quiet. 
Ki - But 
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But to come nearer to our prefent Subjeft : If it 
T>c ncceffary at tliis Time, that Great Britain {hoxi'd 
enter into affar^ far the Prefetvation of her jufi 
RightSy Is there one Man of Honour or Spirit in the 
vhole Nation, that will not give his Vote tor it ? Let 
us be never fb much divided in Ibme other Points, 
I am periuaded we ihall agree not to fubmit to a 
Foreign Tike; for fuch I account it, to haVe^irw/ 
cram'd down oqr Throats, 6ither hy falfe Friends 
^n* open Enemies ; and the Man muft be loft to all 
S^wc of Honour^ ^swcUnsUnderfiamiin^^, whowou'd 
prefer a bafe and dangerous Tranquility for hisQuntry^- 
to fuch a necejfary /f^r. 

We are told, of late, that there are fbme few • 
amongft \jiSy who are for embracing peaceful Q>uu- 
cil at all Events ; but who are they, or what are 
they, but the grinning Slai/es of feme pai^ticular 
Great Men? Wno form all their Opinions and 
Healbns upon the very Looks and Nods of. their 
Jfajiersy and therefore are not wonhy to be reckon'd 
in the Kumber of the People. 

It has been an old Oblervadon, that the At- 
tempts of a Freerborn People^ have goierally beea 
tnoTQ hold znd noble than the military £xploits of a 
poor difj>irited Coimtry, rcduc'd to Servitude, I 
conceive it will not admit of a Diipute betwixt Ms 
and . the Spaniards ^ which arc the People reduc'd 
to Servitude^ and which the Free Men; then lure 
we cannot be afraid of meeting them at. Sea, with 
a Superiority of about Ten to One on our Side.— 
And I preiume we can have nothing to do with 
' them at Land, beyond the defending of a For- 
.trcfs, which they know, as well as we, to be 
impregnable. 
\^ Wc may Jearn from Hiftory/ that the Englijb 
'iavT? ever been pleas*d with fiich Councils and 
Mealures as have an Appearance of being generous 
and martial ; and indeed, fo they will ever be, as

our People. 

When JkMfters enter into Engagements apparent- 
Iv fhocking to the Hcmm and Interefi of their 
Gmttrj^ Men are ^t to think there axe fome very 
Qnmfbfiable Reaibns at the Bottom, which r^rd 
only their own fnwtU Immft ; and thole who are 
inclin'd to ^dee the moft ravourable, will be apt 
to think it at leaft ibme hafty BlntuUr in the Dark'^ 
that they are meer Idadrmtn^ or IdktSy or the <(eo}$ 

of ibme Foreign Power but fure no Man will 

pretend to fay £>, of our pre&nt wife and Mt Mi" 
nifitfs. 

But as the Advantages flowing from this £n« 
gagement with France are fb plainly ieen and felt 
oy the People, nothing c^xk be eafier than to 
point them out. 

We may date the Beginning of this ftri6l: Friend- 
ihip from the Time of the Duke of Orleans's being 
^abliih'd as R^^t of France ; fbon after which

It is true, this gave ibme Shock to our Trade, 
the SbMfditrd* in tlM^r Spleen enter'd upon a Ma* 
nufamire, which fiibfifts to this Day, but what 
then ? We per&rm'd herein the Duty of a faithful 
Ally ; we were the Means of gaining Sidlyy a 
great Kingdom, for the Emper^y and by chat mean» 
fetdng the Bailanceof Power, a Thing certainly fop 
mr httwjt. 

But it happen*d that Spmn was extremely di%uft« 
ed at Framt fcom a new Caufe, and this was their 
finding back the htfaaitMy which induced Spain to 
turn her Eyes once more upon Great Britain^ a 
Kindneis we could not have ezpedred without fuch 
an Incident ; and now the £x{n*effioQs of Kindnefi 
from Sp^Ai towards Britain began to run higher 
than ever. I ipeak this from the Enquivyy an 
Author whoaflures us, he has advanced nothings

lb many Years together? Coa'd ihe artfully enw 
broil us firfl: with one Power, then with another, 
till our Trade fhou*d be funk, and our Affairs fb 
perplex'd, that ihe. might without Difficulty work 
us into an entire Dependance upon her 1 Ko i He 
that believes that, m\m of Courlc believe that the 
Frenfb Minifters have not the Prolperity o( England 
at Heart, above all other Things, and that they 
are Men of greater Skill and Addre^ than even ours ; 
and lure that is a Kbtion which can enter into na 
Man's Head. 

Such Reafbnings therefore deferve no Anfwer ; if 
we Ihould for Argument lake put the Thing into 
the worft Light, and allow that our Attachment to 
France might occafion the Treaty of Ftenna^ they 
will not deny but this produced the Treaty of Ha- 
fiover ; and lure no Apology need be made for that 
Treaty, {o wifely and bonefily calculated for the

they have urged all they can, they can only pre- 
tend that we have for a while loft ; but have we 
not gain'd the Landgra/ueof Hejfe ? And if we have 
loft the Emperor, have we not gain'd the Duke of

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^K our laff we encleavour'd to enuin^* 
rate the manj AdvmiUtgts flowitig to 
Gnat BfHain from its long Attach-. 
iMCnt to France (/ Should hofve faidf 
from the long Jttachment of France to 
Great Britain) but upon more mature 
Consideration, we find, that many material Thitigs 
remain imobfervM upon that Sub^d, and we fhail 
prove the Old Proverb to be true, that Second 
^boitghts are hefi. 

It may, I confels, appear a little unneceffary to 
take Pains to demonftratei what Men of all Ranks 
and D^rees amongft us already fcem to concur 
in ; but as it is no Secret that there are Malecon- 
tents amongft us, who will fublcribe their Opinions 
to nothing they do not lee and feel, it may not be 
amiis to apply to luch, and endeavour to diipoflefs

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In the Commonwealth of Fkrena the Kolility 
were toully corrupted, which occafion*d innume* 
table Di^dtions amongft the People — Turoul^ 
dnd Riots there we're, as^is natoral where People 
are opprels'd, and the Flatterers of the bale Sena- 
tors treated thoie who had any Concern for their 
Country as widced and perjured Rebels (fbriboth) 
fox being Enemies to the txcellent Mnuntjhation. 

It happen'd that the People being aflembled, as 
they often were, and difcouriing of the Miieries of 
the Times, the Senate being then fitting, the^ 
went in a Body to them, and one of the moil Anti- 
ent amongft tnem made the following Speech :

Certain political Author tells us that 
nothing is more mortifying to a brave 
and lenfible People, than to obfervc 
thofe trufted with the Adndiniftration 
of their Affiiirs purliiiug Meafiires 
diredtly oppofite to the true Intereft 
of the Kingdom ; and it n ftill more Shocking if 
they lee them contributiag to make another People 
great, .whbic Greatnefs m^ render them little. " 
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. iykchiaveJ lays it down fer a Rule which is fcarce 
ever liable to Exception, that in Matters of £mpire» 
Whoever is the Caufe if amthers Advancement f^ cer^ 
iainfy the Caufe of his own Difmntttion. A Kingdom 
cannot rife to any confiderablc Power without 
threatning Danger to it's Neighbours— for Ambiti- 
on was never known to fet itfelf any Bounds. 

A Nation therefore which continues in a State of 
Indolence while another is riling upon her, or (what 
is.worfe) which is drawn in to advance the Defigns 
of ibme artful and defiening Neighbour, di(coversa 
. moft abundant Folly and a mean ^nroffe^ > and nothing 
is more odious to the Generality of tne People than 
this laft, for the Multitude are apt to relpedfc Valour 
in their Governors, even when it proves uniucceisful. 

I wou'd not be underftood hereby that a Com- 
monwealth fhou'd fend Armies or Fleets about the 
World in (^eft of Adventures; this would be a 
ridiculous Piece of Knight-Errantry ; but yet there 
is a Bravery in Council as well as in Adiion, <^ 
which we might draw many Examples, from our 
o%yn Hiftory, particularly froni the Reign of ^eem 
Eiizahethy when no idle Bravadoes were ufed to 
draw the Scorn of other Nations upon us, but fiich 
a wife Refolution always exerted itfelf in Council, 
as maintained us in the Refbedb of the whole World. 

But it is peculiar to weax and ignorant Governor! 
to be timerous, wavering, and irrefblute in their 
Councils ; Peace makes them wanton, yet the Pro^ 
pe6t of War affrights them ; they change their 
Mcafures with every Quarter of the Moon ; If they 
found the Trumpet to Day, to-morrow they arc 
at the Knees of tneir Enemyr imploring Pardon. 

Adachiavelf^LySythdit'AW wife Commonwealths are

worth defending. 

They tell us that any Peace is better than a War, 
which IS the lalfeft as well as mod cowardly Notion 
that eveif entered into the Head of the moft bungr 
ling Politician, and the advancing it at this Time 
carries an Infinuation with it highly prejudicial to 
the Honour of our prcfent wife and able AdminifhU'- 
tion, as it tends to pofTefs us with a Notion that the 
Treaty newly concluded with Spain, which has coft 

fo much Time as well as is prejudicial to the In- 

tercft of the En^li/b Subjcdts. 

As for my Part, I am no Way influenced by 
thefe Infinuations, and upon confidering the prelent 
Circumilances of Great BrHainy I am convinced 
that the Terms of this Peace, when they are made 
publick, will appear to the whole World to be 

advantagious and honourable for S^nglandi :I 

have faid before upon another Occafion, that there 
is no. Nation (b low or contemptible but may at all 
Times obtain Peace, if they will but fubmit to the 
Demands of their Enemies. — The Rowans might 
liave had f'eace when Hanibal was at their Gates, 
after two or three of the ^reatcft Overthrows that 
ever happen*d to them while they were a State, if 
they wou'd have fubmitted to his Terms, but their 
Fortitude and Honour wou*d not luffer them to do 
it ; and fuch was the Generofity and Wiidom of 
tbat Commonwealth, that in all Conditions and va* 
rious Changes of Fortune, mider the greateft Cala- 
mities, they never receded from their Majefty and 
Grandeur. 

I thank God Gr$ai Britain has undergone no fuch 
piflreflesj our Fleets have HuX'dpeac^dly sAong the 
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Coflifk of our Bntofii^, or rdde ffHmphum^ in wr 
4ywn Rofluls afld Harbours, and we have received 
•no Bdfeat cither from ^ewfifts or from Spanidnfs. 
Wc have not, I- fov, loft one Ship of War ei- 
ther in our late Kortnelm or Southern Campaigns ; 
we can lay no Blarac upon Fortune, and notning 
has hs^peii'd from the Hand of Providence to dtf- 
i0fpeiHt &Uf nvtU conceHed PrcjeSts. 

I cannot conceive therefore why Men fliouM en- 
tertain a Notion that any Article of this Tr<»ty 
&ou*d be incortfiftent with the Honour and true In* 
tcreft of Gfeat Srifdsn^ for I tltink we are in a 
Condition to comiiwnd luch Terms, as ihall appear 
intirely for our Safety. I believe tlft; moft (anguine 
-Malecontent will not pretend to fav, that the^^^* 
vianis are able to look us in the Face at Sea ; and 
let it be confider*d what an Advant^ we muft 
l»vt over any Nation whofe Fronti^ft arc acceffiblt 
W rhefc vooden Towers our Ship.

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Or lhoa*d the Miniflers of (uch a happv State eiifeir 
into AlUancesy and conclude Treaties aemonftrabiy* 
ihocking to her Intereft, ihou'd we not^be apt to 
think there is ibmething more at the Bottom of it^ 
than meer Ignorance 1 ShouM we not (iippo^ that 
they have ibme private Reafbns for endeavouring to 
break die Spirits of a free People, that being cxpo&d 
to the Scorn of the whole World for their Fclfy- and' 
Cowardife^ they may no longer think their liberties . 
at Home worth preserving ? 

- But thank God theie Fears are none of ours ; we^ 
have concluded a Peace, and tho* the Terms of it* 
are not made publick to us by Authority, we may' 
reft fatisfied (upon a View of our own Strength, as 
well as Wealuieis of the Enemy) that it is the mofir 
honourable and advantagious Gteat Britain ever 
gain'd ; we may count upon it, I fay, that the Ene- 
my hath been obliged to make fuch Submiifions and 
ConcefHons to us, as will make the neighbourins; Na* 
tions tremble at the Fear of roufing the BrH^ Lion.

iETHINKS it is Time we fhould 
congratulate our Country upon the 
glorious Treaty of Peace lately con- 
cluded at Seville^ for now the People 
of England have the Satisfa<^ion off' 
feeing that the great Slims they have 
been paying, for fome Years paft, towards the 
Maintenance of foreign Troops, towards the Subfi- 
dies to the Duke of frolfenbuithj Landt^rave of Hejfe^' 
and other Northern Powers, to fcveral Naval Expc^ 

ditioos 
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iiiions to the BalUck^ to the Medilmanean to the 
Wifi'Mits^ wt forgetting that to Spitheady as likcwile 
to that fTofitablc ¥\m& CSiWdficret Service^ have not 
Been Itud oat in vain, for lo .* the Peace is made. 

I perfbmc, the SabjeAs will not hereafter mur- 
fuur at any Demand for Supplies that may be made 
upon them, for they will o^ convinced that their 
Money is better in tne Hands of the Miniilers than 
m their own Pockets, fince it has been io well em- 
pJoy'd as to reduce our Enemies to a Neceflity of 
running up and down th§ Pforldy to beg and feu to us for 
Feace upon our o^CiM ^erms. 

All EurcpevfiXi now plainly fee that as our prefent 
wife and able Minifters did not Blunder us ifJto 
this ^arrely nor were drawn into it by the more in- 
genious Cunning, of any artfiil Ally or Keighbour, 
whofSIntercft it mij^ht to be diftrcli us, fb they have 
difengag*d us fi-om it with all Circumflances of Ho- 
nour and Advantage. 

Far be it from me. to make a Coraparifbn betwixt 
the Treaty of Seville and the Treaty of Utrecht i 
I am fenfible there is as wide a Difierence betwixt 
theie two Treaties as betwixt the Capacities and Ho- 
nourofthediflFerentPerfbnsconcern'dinmakingthem. 

I cou'd never hear of any Advantages gain*d to 
Great Britain by the Treaty o( Utrecht y except the 
Ceflion ofGihraUar and Port Adaboney with the whole 
Ifland of Minorcay of Hudfons-Bayy of Part 

of the Ifland ofSt,Chriftopher'Sy of Nova Scotia^ 

otherwife call'd ArcaJUay with the City of Jnapolis^ 
Rjoyaty — the Demolition of Dunkerauey — ^the AJten'" 
to Contradt, and fbme other trifling Advantages in 
Trade not worth naming:— I fay, I could never 
hear it fb much as pretended that any other Conceffions 
befides thefe were made to Great Britain by the Treaty 
ofUtrechty beyond what fhe had obtained by former 
Treaties, and therefore it may be remembred, that, 
after, tBe AccefSonof King George the firfk to the

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Dominions of thde Realms, the late EarlofO^^M 
was impeacFd in Parliament for adviflng the Qvekk 
to make the laid Treaty, and it is well known mat no 
Perfbn appcar'd more aftive and vigorous in pro- 
moting and manajging the ^d Imfeacbment^ than one 
of the honourahle Perfbns to wnoie Counfels (it is 
generally believ'd) this Nation at pre&nt fbnds in- 
debted for the Treaty of Seville, 

For this Reafbn I think we ought to aflurc our- 
ielvcs that the Articles of the Treaty of Seyilk arc 
infinitely more honourable and advant^ious to 
Greai Britain than thofc of the Treaty ot C/treclt^ 
but however, I hope the People will not be prgudi- 
ccd againft the former, if they find the EngUjb Com- 
merce provided for only as it flood upon the Foot 
of the latter, for fo I unaerftand this fcperate Article. 

*< Although, conformable to the preliminary Ar-

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obtain the Re];»nttion ftipulatcd Sir their Damages; 
«— tor the Commiflaries are to mea at the Qart ^ 
^m9y where, I (uppoie^ our Merchants may repdr 
to prov^e their Lofies, if they pleaie, and fe may 
the Sfttnimds too (if they had any to prove;) ami 
bv another Article, the Time of fimihing their 
Examination upon all Claims, as well as their De- 
terminations thereupoo, is limited to three Years, 
and the ReiBitution odng to be made in fix Months 
after the Determination, it will not be in the Power 
of thefe Gommiffiuries to delay and lengthen this ^ood 
Work to an indefinite Time, tho'they ihould Tuive 
never iiich ftrong Inclinations to prolong their own 
CommilEons. 

As to that Part <of this Article which relates to 
the Reftitudon of the Sfanffl^ Fleet, taken or do^ 
firoy'd in the MedHerraman in the 'Year 1 718, iure 
nothing can be reckon'd more rea&nable. It is 
well known the King of S^m was at great Pains 
and Expence in niaking up that Fleet, for not be- 
ii^ fiirnifh'd at that Time wkh Workmen or Ma- 
terials, within his own Dominions, for building 
£tch a Squadron, atleaft in fo ihort a Time, he wa« 
obliged, for great Sums of Money, to purchafe moft 
of thele Ships at GtMS^ Lisbotiy Hamhur^hy and 
ibme of them as far as Petersburgh; and if thole 
Ships are deca;^'d and grown rotten, or have been 
iiink in the main Sea, by the Orders of the Govern- 
ments, as we are told in a late Pamphlet, what can 
be more juft or reafbnable, than that, the. King of 
Sp^ ihomdhd,vt anEquivaient paid him in Money, 
that he may be able to build or purchafe fech ano- 
ther Squadron ? 

I remcmbor that for Ibmc Years certain Gentle- 
men, who were Friends to our wile and able Mini- 
fters, applauded that A6lion of defhroyin^ the Spa- 
mjb Fleet, as proceeding from molt politick Coun- 
sels ; and I have the Pleaiure now of hearing the 
iame individual Perlbns highly extol the Pefign qf < 

- • ma- 
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making Rcftitudon for it; and iure, if thefe Men 
lire not difcontented at l^eing the King of Sbaim 
thus ftrengthenedy others who had io great a (Jon« 
ccm for the Intercft of that Prince, that they re- 
i)re(ented that A^on as contrary to the Law of 
Nations, will not erudge their Share of the Money, 
that may be paid Tiijn to make good that Lofs. 

^%us have I ^iven my Sentiments cf the ^naty cofh- 
chiM at Seville, and proved H to be jufi^ honourMe^ 

Mni advantagious. And now, that "oy the great 

Skill and Addrefs of our Minifters, their Enemies 
«rc quite precluded from their favourite Topicks 
about Blundering and Ignorance^ I wonder what 
Abuie they will fall upon next In fliort, I can- 
not deal with them better than in the Words of a 
Pamphlet publifh'd the other Day ; glad I am that 
we hiave fuch Heads in tliis Nation as the Author 
t>f that Pamphlet, Men who can reafon fo iuperfine>- 

]y upon publick A&irs. 1 fay, I ihall apply his 

Words to the Difaffcdfced,let them take it as they will.

. T may, perhaps , appear a Taj^ alto- 

f ether unneceflary to undertake the 
)efence of the late glorious Treaty 
of' Seville^ fince it has already ffood 
the Tefl of our Malecontcnts, and 
all their artful Malice has mt been able 
tp mifreprefented it. Whca 
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When only ibme of the Articles were Icnowi^ 
and thoie from common Fame, Hen's Sentiments ^ 
concerning it were didereat; but iince it has been 
fairly printed and publiHied both in French and Ermr 
lijb^ we have the SatisfadUon of finding the whole 
World pretty near of the lame Opinion, and Men 
pronounce with a general Voice that it anfwers what 
they expe&ed from our m& and able Mini&ers^ 

^ut mo* this Treaty ftands in need of no Juftifi- 
cation, yet fince it nill continues tlxe Su^p^ of 
all Conver&tions, a Man who /peaks to the rubllcic: 
is under a Neccflity of laying Ibmething upon it. 

And now, perhaps, it may be thought incumbent 
on us to make an Apology ror fbme oi oih: late DiT- 
courles, which feem'd to fteak in Favour of war- 
like Meafures. 1 confels, it was maintained in 

this Paper that tbc following Saying, jiny Peace is 
preferable to a War^ which of late is {o common in 
the Mouths of the Whigs, was a bale, cowardly 
and an impolitick Notion, ■ n that it was more 
prudent as well as more honourable to lole anf 
thing bjr open Force, that to part with it by am 

ignominious Treaty^ that to give up a Point of 

Honour thro* the Fear of engaging m War was 
what was never pranced dther by tne Romans or 

any other wife or brave People, and that buyii^ 

Peace or Alliances was liire Deftru&ion. 

We compared a Commonwealth in this Situatio;i 
to fi)me Perlbn in private Life who had the Mis- 
fbrtime of being branded with the Chara&er of be- 
ing both a Fool and a Coward, againft whom every 
Bully that wanted Moneyr need otily cock his Hat 
and lay his Hand upon his Sword, and the 'Squire 
muft open his Purfe Strings. 

Thp* we urg'd all thefe Things, we never pre- 
tended to maiutain that War was to becholen be- 
fore any Peace, far from it, we know 

that it is Peace which am& mak^ Plenty flow, and 

that 
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that Trade and Arts fcldom thrive in Times of 
War; and fincc the Treaty of Sevilk has been con- 
cluded as much to our Honour and Advantage, as 
the War was managed which preceded it, it would 
be unieaibnable to write againft ^aceable MeaTurcs. 

If our Pofleflions are aicertain'd to us, and our 

Trade well provided for, we may be content. 

I confels, indeed, that it has been the Cuftom here- 
tofore in Tinidf of publick Treaties, for Writers to 
put the Miniiters in Mind that the People of Eug- 
hmd expe^ed to maintain their antient Poft of Hon- 
our, that oi holding the Ballance of Power ; but upon 
this Occafion there has been no Neceflity for fuch 
Mmorandumsj and we have the Plealure to find that 
Frafice and Spain being again thoroughly united 
by this Treaty, that ^int is fecured ; and if , the 
Efnperor ihould be (b ill advifed, as to oppofc the 
Execution of this Treaty, either in Relpco: to Don 
Carbsy or to any other Article, his Miftake will be 
our Gain, for it is not probable that he will be able 
to prevail againft the united Strength of England^ 
Fr/Mce^ and Spain; therefore while the Spanfards^ 
with the Succours ftipulated, arc fettling Don Carlos 
in Italy y the French may give his Imperial Majclly 
a little Diverfion in Flanders^ a Spot of Ground 
which has been a lafting Beauty in their Eye, for 
the Enjoyment of which they have figh'd thele hun* 
dred Years; and if that Succefs Ihoird follow thcfe 
Meaftres, which may be reafbnably expeded, 
France may extend her Frontiers on that Side, and 
gain a Country abounding with rich ana populous 
Cities and Towns; and on the Side of Italy ^ Sicify^ 
titid Naples y may be again conquer'd for ^/»if, which 
will bnng the Ballance of Power in Europe exadbly 
even. 

I am alio glad to find that our Right to Gibraltar 
and Port Mahone^ which have been contefted by 
Reafon of fbme Letters and Negotiations in the late 

Reign, 
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B.cign» are noniralcertain'd to us by the csnfimBM 
Setije if ibis treaty i which I iuppofe. will iatis^ the 
People, far I make no Doubt but our Minifters, 
if they had thought it of any ConfequcncCy might 
h^ve prevail'd on his Catholick Majefty in his pre^ 
ient good Difpofition towards us, to have fighiiy'd 
the true intentions of his Heart, and have explain'd 
his Senfcaf this Part of the Treaty of StBttte in the 
moft clear and explicit Manner that Words cou'd 
frame ; and iiideed, if our Minifters had only con- 
fulted their own Yanity, the prooiring an Article 
whereby the Kingbf ^j^tf/0, in expreis Words, ihou'd 
have renounced Itis new Pretenfions, misht have 

g'ven them a handle for Triumph over the Di&f- 
ded , who have made ibme Rout about theic Places ; 
but fince it is not done, it is becauie it was not ne^ 
ceflary, and our wife zf^ able Minifters are con- 
tent with the Merit of doingMb^t is Right, without 
courting popular Applaufe. -^ . 

We are told there arc ibrae fccrct Articles be- 
longing to this Treaty, and I confeis I fhou'd not 
be ferry if this concerning Gihraltar might be one, 
becauie it wou'd ftrikc the Difafiediied quite dumb, 

But fince I have named Secret jirtfcks^ 1 can't; 
help extolliuR our Minifters for prelerving all our 
Rights and PofTeflions in our Amnkan Plantations 
upon the lame Foot, that they wpre taken Care of 
by the Treaty of Utrecht^ for I have oblcrv'd of 
late, that Ibroc Men Ipeak very favourably of that 
Treaty, who were once purfuing the P^rlpns that 
made it to Death and Dettrudjon, both tliipm jsin4 
their Families; but this is no Wonder, for it is a 
common Thing to love the Treafcn where we hate 
the Tray tors, and we have beet) Ipng enough in 
PolTeflion of this Treaty to know the true Worth of 
\\. ; nay, I find the JVh'^s in general are plcafcd to 
allow, that the 'igmmin'tous Treaty of (/trecht is not 
the jpoft igmmifimf Treaty that jpyer was m^de, and

Dour, than in ^tmanoi; there ^re alfb Mines both 
of Gold and Silver, bqt ncgk^ed for Want of 
Hands to work them, as is indeed the Sugar Trade, 
for great Numbers of the Inhabimnts have of late 
Yeats been drawn off to the Continent in u4merica^ 
which enjoys 2^ more flouriftiing Trade,— —r- yet, 
I fay, this liland' woifd be a deScifius Moritl, were 
it in good Hand^.

of exdtine Fear and Jeakufy; which were the PafS- 

- ons he enaeavoured to ftir up in the People^ he pro- 
voked nothing but Laughter.

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I am pcrfuaded it is owing to this Author, aad 
to fbmc others who have trod in the lame Steps, that 
our Produddons in this Art have had ^o little Sue- 
ccis Abroad that they are fallen as much as our.

formed, there is now a new Clamour raifed about

But, Sir, left theic Rumours fliould make any- 
bad Impre^ons, I will beg J-eavc to inform yo^ 
that you mtay venture to auure all thoie who ma^ 
make any Enquiries about this Matter, that there is 
nothing in it which delcrves the leail Notice or 
Regard. . 

The Reports that have been fo induftrioufly fpreaid 
in Londm have been traa^finitted to us in W ritin|^, 
and. I ihall have the Honour of proving to you, m 
this.ihort L^etter, that i^me of them are Falihoods, 
others Miire^reicntations, and that, upon the whole, 
the moftChriflian King, our great Monarch, has 
not violated the Faith of any Treaty now fiibtliling^ 
much leis has he attemped to deceive fo good and 
MvaniagtoHs am ^l]y ,as England jb any thing that has 
been done at JDuvkirk. 

In the firil. Place we are told that certain Maft^r^ 
of Ships, who, for iboie tiipe paft, have traded be- 
twixt this Place, and the Port oi London y have con-

In the lecond Place, oqr Advices inform }xs that

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in the veiy Harbour, that Harbour which was fii^ 
poied to be nothing but a Bed of Mud ; but here 
again I can convift them of another Falfliodd, for 
at the Time that I am writing this Letter, that 
are no mdre than ninety nine Sail of Ships in the laid 
Harbour, and (bme of thofe of no great Burthen. 

Thirdly, They rep6rt that they were prdcnt 
when the Piles were drawn oiit, which were driven 
in at the Time of the Demolition, in Order to cox 
off the ComiHunication betwixt the Harbour and 
the Chanel; and here indeed I will allow they 
may happen to (peak Truth, becaufe thele Piles 
were drawn out in the Sight of Day, before many

fert it was done with Defign of letting the Water 
into the Harbour from the Chanel, or, in other 
Words, of opening the Communication again, they 
mifteprclent the Thing quite ; they might as well 
iay it was done to let out a little dead and ftagnated 
Water that lay in the Harbour, for the fame Open- 
ing that lets Water in will let it out, and this laft 
would have been the moft favourable Couftro£bioa 

of the Two. :But neither of thefe was the Ca&, 

for the plain Truth Ls, (bme of the Piles were grown 
a little crooked, and they were drawn out in order 
to be made ftreight, or that their Place might be 
fupply'd by others ; and if thefe Gentlemen had 
taken the Pains to look about them, they might 
have feen near three hundred very good Trees lying 
upon the Bank^Side, which may be turn'd into ex- 
cellent Files, and without doubt will be put to that 
Vic ^whenever this Work is to he undertaken ag^n. 

As to the new Wharf or Caulcway on the Eaft 
Side of the Chanel, which is carried as far as (^afieam 
GaUiatdy and fupported with ftrong Piles, it was 
only built for the Conveniency of Ships to load and 
unload their Goods, and cannot £ire be underftood

Bone of Contention) to infinuate that it muiO: b<i 
4one by bis Majefty's Order; yet you, who arc a 
military Ma9, and muft be acquainted with the. 
Humour of Soldiers, may eafily remove that Ob- 
jedioit, for you muft know that Soldiers will work 
^r ficht for any Perlbp that will pay them. 

The Ship lately built and launched here, which. 
is now gone upon her Voy^e, is faid in England to 
be able to c^rry .fix and thirty Quns, whereas it is 
well known ihe had no more than four and twenty 
mounted.— r- Indeed there are two others upon the 
Stocks, which are bored for more ; butifthis&ou*d 
give any Uneafineis, I will venture to engage that 
there iliall not bp above four and twenty Guns 
mounted upon each. 

But as I nave occafionally mentioned the Treaty of 
Utrecht y I conceive it may be ncccjGTary to look back 
and examine it a little farther, fince by that wc 
muft be jucig'd whether or no there are any lubftan^

Once therefore this Afikir is contriaj to no IVetf^ 
lies, and fincc it is ereatly for the Adranta^of 
the Stibjeftiof both Kxhrdoms, we have Kc^aSa tt> 
iattei'cpurielfes if will, ny yonr good Office, be 
itprd^ted ih fuch a Light, in En^lmti^ as that 
all the Jealoafies and Sufprctons of the ^eopl6 cott^ 
ctrriihg ft, may be retnoved. 

The Advantages which the Subkias of Eh^Foftd 
muft find in it, ate obvious enough. Firft, They 
Irill havt! one Port to titide to, more than they had 
belbre. Next, In flonny Weather, when the 
Wind blows fromf fuch Points that thgr cantft>t 
fetch any of their own Port*, they may find a fife 
Retreat and Harbour here ; and therclfare it i$ the 
more fur|nifinfi; that the Maftiers of Ships ftould 
have & little Regard to their own Interefl as well 
as Safety, as to be the firft Pei^le who fhould make 
a Noife about opening the Harbour of Dunkirk ; nor 
can I help complaining of it to you, who are my 
Friend, as an Adion of Ingratitude to us by whom 
they have been always civilly treated ; many 6f their 
Ships at this Hour fie cloie to our new made Keys, 
^cre they can comraodioufly land or take in Goods; 
which Keys were made at our fcpence for their 
Convcnicncy as much as our own, all which I tltink 
might delerve a better Return froM them. 

1 don't doubt, Sir, but if you fliould make this in 
your Way to England^ and I fhould have the Ho- 
nour of conferring with you ^ain^ bat I fhall be

at firf): intended to make Ufe of Afartfyke^ but when 
ve found by Experience that nothing but a link coaft- 
ing U'rade could be carried on that Way, and that 
the finall Veffels we employed for that Purpole could 
not be brought in without Pilots, which befidcs the 
Danger is a great Expence when our foreign Trade 
was quite loft, what could we do but make' Ule of 
tJiofc Means which Providence had put in our 
Way for our Relief, and indeed we little expedted 
that our carrying on our Trade in a peaceable and 
inoffenfive Manner would be taken as an Offence to 
our Neighbours and Allies, confidering that we 
have had Incouragements given us to hope that this 
vas the proper ^irxe to remote all Prejudices.

H E following is an Abridgment of a 
Letter to a Member of Parliament, 

Erinted 1695. The Author ieems to 
e poffefs'd with a glorious Spirit of 
Liberty, and fcorn'd to purchale the 
aggrandizing his Family with the 
the jKeputation and Intcreft of his 




Lois of 
Country. 
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The Author, after applauding the Juffice of the 
Boufe of Commons for ejeding a corrupt Member, 
and touching lightly on the &ideavours of Marcus 
jintontrms to reform the Roman State then finlcing 
almoft paft Recovery through Bribery 3nd Corruption ^ 
proceeds thus ; 

I pray God, Sir, there may be no Room for a 
Paralcll betwixt Rome at that Time and England 
now : I would fein hope that it may be in the 
Power of a Prince that poffefles all the good Qua- 
lities of Jnt^inusp to retrieve England from the 
Fate it deferves. and yet youll agree with me, that 
li\ moft Kind of Vices we exceed Rime itfelf, even 
in its moft degenerate Times. 

I confe£ there are fbmc Vices that^ inftead of 
bringing Ruin to a Country, may ibmetimes help 
by Accident to raifc it to a higher Pitch of Glory ; 
fiich are JmbHit^n^ Emulation^ ^rfl after Dominion, 
Thefe were the darling Vices of the ancient Ro-^ 
matis^ and the illuftrious Crimes by which they rofe 
from a beggarly Village to a univerlal Monarchy : 
There arc others that tend naturally to the Efe- 
ftruftion of a State, luch as CoveUufnefs^ CorrMop^ 
and preferring private Infirejs to that of the 
Piiblick. 

Thefe laft were feldom or never heard of in the 
firft and beft Ages of the Roman Empire. The 
Genius of Rome moved in a higher Orb ; Gloty and 
Renown vitrc the Deities they ador'd ; tor could 
the Rjoman Eagle fioop to ib low a Quarry as that of 
Gold. Time was, my Friends, when Gnchmatus 
was brought from the Plow-Tail to take upon him 
the fipreme Command, and when he had Uvcd his 
Country, he returned to his Plow again ; Jiis whole 
Eftatc, when he came to be DiBatov^ was but fcveii 
Acres of Ground ; and ib ht was he from purcha- 
fing more, that he fold three of them to pay what 
he had &irn ihort of in his publick Accounts. 
T 2 Thcr- 
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There w«$ a Time when a Patdus EmiVmsy^ m hU 
Triumph over IVr/fir/^ carried up to the Capital the 
ineftimable Spoils of the Kingdom of Mactthn^ 
which the Kings of that Country had been heaping 
up for Ibme Hundreds of Years ; of all that vaft 
Amais of Treaiure the noble Conqueror kept no- 
thing to himfelf ; and when he came to die, all he 
left behind him was not fuflicient to make a tolera- 
ble Maintenance for his Wife ; a Glorious Poverty, 
and a renowned Want \ That inimitable Pattern ot 
Magnanimity, Attilns ReguiuSf after he had de- 
ftroy'd the Riches ofGntS^e by the Succels of ma- 
ny Battle»^ inj4frkkf came to underftand that the 
Senate had continued his Command for a Yesor 
longer ; whereupon he writes a very eameft and 
iubmifSveLettertotheConfuk, telling them, that 
the Bayliff of his little Farm in the Country vraji 
dead, and that one he had hired fince was run 
away with all the Utenfils of his Husbandry, and 
therefore defires Leave to come home, left his Land 
lying untiird, his Wife iand Children Ihould want 
B^read. What need to inftance more of this Kind 1 
The Greek and Roman Story arc foil of them. 

But perhaps you may fay that thele Men had no 
Opportunities of being rich, and therefore it va» 
agamft their Wills they died fo poor. -No, Sir» 
hut on the contrary, thde I have named wanted no 
Opportunity to enrich themielves, if they had 
pleafed ; Not only vaft Sunw of the publick Money 
paiTed thro* their Hands, but immenfe Riches of 
conquer'd ProWnces. Theie Men fought for their 
Country, for Liberty, for Glory, and icomed to 
ftoop to any other Recompence but the Praife and 
Satlsfaftion of having done well. 

But perhaps vou may tell mc they were Fools ia 

all this : Be it io, as the World goes now ; but let 

me tell you, it was by fuch FolHes as thele that Rome 

Aot only conquered Provinces but Hearts too, and 

' to- 
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f^j^her with their Arms did propagate Morality^ 
Ovility, Arts and Sciences among tne numbcrlcfs 
People they iubduM ; if you ask me how it came to 
pais then that, notwifhitanding all thefe iublime 
Vertues of the ancient Rmmsy Rome at length be- 
came a Prey firft to its own Qtitcns, and afterward^- 
to foreign Nations ; I anfwer, it wasCoRnvPTioK 
that occafion'd this wonderfiil and dilmal Change. 
' When Vertue and Merit endtnled Men to Em- 

eoymem, the Commonwealth of ]^om£ was happy ; 
It after that Money came into the Scale, liich Men * 
eame into Places as oecame both the Bane and the 
Shame of the Roman State. What was it that 
Imdu^ thzGrecianGoTcmmcntfifo much celebrated 
in ancient Hiftory , to Ruin ? Was it not Corruption ? 
Bhi^ of Mucfdon made his Advantage of it : He 
bonght more QUtcs than he contjuer'o, and bragg'd 
that there was none ib iht)ng but an Als laden with 
Gold might enter into it. What was it made Gjt- 
/f^^, the once Rival of Romf^ to become a Heap 
of Rubbilh ? Was it not Corruption,? The brave 
Hamibai found it a harder Task to ftruggle with 
the corrupted PaAion of Hmmo at home, than to ^ 
trage War with the Ramans abroad ; and the once 
flouriihing Gnfi^/f^fzm Commonwealth firft became 
a Prey to the Avarice of its own Citizens, before 
ihe was forc'd to fiibmit to the conqikring Sword of 

Yet, Sir, rive me Leave to do boA the Romans^ 
Greeks and Gdrtha^inians the Jaftice as to acquit 
Aemof one Kind OTCotmption^that^s to be found in 
the Age we now liVe in : I cannot call to Mind 
Aat ever they cnrich^dthemfelres with the Moijey 
that wa's dcfiitjM for the Safcrjr of their Country ; 
nor can yon give any Ihftance of one of them that 
tiiVd his own Coffers with what was given by tlie 
People for Maintenance of their Armies in Timeir 
«f ifluxaitcflt Hazard i^ thehr Stale : Hvtn m thxi 
■-' T 3 Mft 
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moft degenerated Ages of the World, it was accouab^ 
cd Sacrilcee, to divert to any private Ufe the Moaef 
that was &l apart for fo great an End. 

Amon^ all Kations facn Money was held equally 
iacrcd with that appointed for the Service of their 
Gods, and to purloin the leaft Farthing from either 
the one or the other was ever branded with the 
Blacked Mark of Infamy. 

The Poet had Reaibn to exclaim a^nft the la- 
cred Hunger of Gold in the Times he bved in ; buj " 
#there have been Times fince when he wou'd have 
had much more Reaibn to do fo. There have been 
Men fincc that behaved themfelves in the Govern- 
ment by which they were truflcd as tho* they had 
been in an Enemy's Country ; their Manner of tal- 
king Money look'd like the lacking of a conquer'd 
Town, for whatever came in their Way, they re- 
garded as fair Plunder. If a Stranger were tqcome 
into iuch a Land and obferve thofe reople's Adions^ 
he would take the Nation to be upon the Point of 
breaking, and fbme Men for Bankrupts ready to, 
carry ottwha! they can of the Publick Stock. 

I would ask you a Oueftion, whether you think 
thofe Men who take Money with both thth Hands, 
.from their own Countrymen, mi^ht not be t^npted 
to take the lame from the Enemies of it? For my. 
Party if I were to follow that Trade, I ihould ra*- 
ther deal with a French than an En^ij/h Cuftomer,, 
iind it leems to me more generous in xt&lfj and lefi 
iurtfol to my Country, to cafe the French Monsa:ch 
6f fbme of nis fiipemuous Gold than to rob mjt 
[Neighbours here at home of any of theirs. 

But perhaps you'll tell me that iqme GentlemA^ 
r*f this Charafter ncv^r betray'd their Trufi, that 
by were never tempted into* another Intereft. Ka 
Thanks to them for that. I can fcarce believe but 
Its rather for want of being able to better their Coi^ 
dLitloii) than for any Principle or hearty ASt&kmk 
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to their Country ; for its natural enough to conclude 
that he who can be bought with Mohcv, will yield 
Kimiblf to him that bids moft. If fueh Men, inftead 
of ptifermg at home, codd find a Way to take Mo- 
ney from their Enemies, in the Manner and with 
the Deiign that 'tis faid a Late MiniBtr tf Frame took 
that rf a neighhitfing State j I ihould heartily forgive 
them. 

The Story goes thus; Monfieur Colbert acquainted 
l|is Mafter of an Offer had been made him of a con- 
iSderable Penfioa from a foreign Miniller, if he 
would eneage to give him Notice from I'ime to 
Time of the French Defigns ; the King not only al- 
lowed but commanded him to accept it, laying 
down at the fame Time a Scheme how the Intelh- 
gence to be given ikould keep up Colherfs Inberefl 
with that foreign Minifler, but wtthal fhould be of 
Advantage to the French Kii^. Thus the one had 
his Pendon, and the other was egregioufly cheated 
both of his Money and Intelligence. A nice Kind 
of Counter-Plot, and to be entrufted with none but 
tho& whofe Fidelity a Prince bias as much Reafbn 
to be affured of as the French King of MonfieuF 
Coibert^s. But, alas.' niy Friend, when once the 
Love of Money gets the Afcendant, all other PaP^ 
. iGons and Interef^s mnft floop to its Sway ; and Gold 
with a Man of that TemfMer will prove too heavy, 
tho* his Coimtry and Religion were laid in the other 
Scale.

** Leagues; 4b that an Eafterly Wind that carries 
*^ our Ships down the Chanel , at the fame Timo 
" brings thofe of Dunkirk to meet and inter^pf 

" them. The French have very frequently in the 

•* laft War reaped the Advantage of this Situation, 
** by iiirprizing many Ships, and taking others, as 
«* they lay at Anchor in the Downs \ when the 
«• French are dilpoflels'd of the Harbour of Dum^ 
** khk^ the Dr^ad and Danger of their Men of War 
•* of any conftderable Force, will be removed as 
•* far as Brefi^ which is a hundred and twenty 
•* Leagues, or three hundred and fixty Miles, and 
** that of their Privateers of any Confideration as 
•* far as St. Maloes, which is leventy eight Leagues 
** or two hundred and thirty four Miles. 

** Brefi lies without the Chanel under this great 
** Incapacity to hurt us, that the fame Wind that 
<* carries our Trade down the Chanel, prevents 
•* the Ships oi Breft from coming into it. 

" TheEaft End of the Chanel which lies (b much 
•* expofcd to Dunkirk is but ft^^en Leagues broad, 
** and gives an Enemy an Opportunity of feeing our 
" Ships from Side to Side. The Weft End of the 
^* Chanel, for which the greateft Fears are, from 
** Brefi is twenty eight Leagues broad, and of 
** Courie, there is at that End a greater Chance of 
•* elcaping the Enemy. 

** It Ships froin Brefi are appointed to way-lay 
•* our Ships in the Chanel, they muft take the Op- 
•« portunity of Wcflcrly Winds to come into it, 
« and wah the coming of an Eafterly Wind to car- 
<« ry our Ships down it . By this Means, their 

" muft all at that Time be at Sea, expoled to all 
«• Dangers for Want of a Port in which to harbour 

" tl*cir 
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«* their Men of Wsr, or return to Bnfi^ which 
^ they cannot do with the Wind that brought 
^* them. 

•• We muft add to this, that if the Trwch from 
*• Bnjt fhould be hovering to the Ealfward of Fly- 
'*• mouthy they arc between two Fires, from thofe 
•< Ships in the Donms and thofe from Plymouth ; and 
«* our Ships from Pottfmouth may chace them either 
*• Way, while they arc way-lay'd at each End of 
•♦ the Chanel by the others, ijot having the Port 
** of Dmikirkj or any other in the Chanel to a&rd 
« th«n Shelter. 

•« Thus fliould thgr be chaced up the Chanel bj 
•• a too' great Force, oefbre they can retarn to RnJ^ 
*< they muft either ran into the German Ocean» 
•* and wait another Opportunity of coming down 
** again, with the Hazard of meeting all our Men 
** of War, or elfe fail North about Great Britain^ 
•* which is at leaft five hundred and fiftv Leagues 
•* more than they need have iail'd, with tne Port of 
•* Dufikirk to fly to. 

♦« This Want of Dtmkirk will expofe them tp 
** the f^e Inconvenience to which the Fear of it 
** often obliged our running Ships from the South 
•* Peirts of the World as well as our Eajt-India Men, 

** during the late War. To this Diftrefi you are 

*« to add Wages, Proviffons, Lo(s of Time, and 
** the dangerous Navigation of the North Seas. 

•* From hence it plainly ap^ars that by the De- 
^< molition of Dunkirk^ in Cale of a Rupture with 
** France^ fix Parts in nine of our Iradc from 
•* the Port of London^ is three hundred and thirw 
^ Miles removed from the Hazards of the laft 
^« War ; and tho* Part of this muft be exposed, 
** when it paflcs through the Chops or Wcftern En- 
•* trance of the Chanel, it muft be confidered that 
** this it was aifb liable to before, befides the Ter- 
^ rors of Dunkirk^ and that this is only the Southern 

«« Trade, 
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« Trade, »nd that all that go to HoMandf Hmn- 

«^ borofighf aod other Northern G>untrie$f will be 
** quite out of Danger. 

" The Ninth of our Trade on the Eaft Coaft 
« would be ftill fafer. 

" From the diffina Confiderations, you ob&rve 
<< that only the Ninth of the Trade on ttie Iri/b Seas» 
<* and Bfifiol Chanel, and Part of the other Ninth 
*' on the Coaft of the Chanel (to con^ at which 
** they are in Danger from Pcrtfnuuth to P/vmwth) 
** is the whole of the Brit(/b Trade which, after 
'^ the Demolition of Dunkirk^ will lie open to the 
♦* Affaults of the Bnncb. 

*• The Demolition of Dunkhk will, in a great 
•* Meaiure, iecure fevcn Ninths of the Trade of 
•* England (com xht Fower of France at Sea . ■ ^ ., 
** Tfe Frojcb have no Port in the Chanel but St, 
** MaJoeSi which is capable of harbouring anjr great 
♦* Ships, and that itfelf can receive none which are 
•* capable of carrying more than thirty or forty 
** Guns. 

" Breft lies thirty five Leagues from the Dzard 
♦* Powtj which is the nearefl £and of England, — « 
** Their Ships muft have an Eaftcrly Wind to come 
•* out, and th^twill ferve them no farther than to 
** the Chops of the Q>anel^ bccaule it blows dircaiy 
•* down it, . 

" The Courfe to go. from Brefi: to cruize off 
** the Dzard Pointy in order to annoy us, is firft 
** Weft about thirteen Leagues, and then North or 
•* North and by Eaft about thirty Leagues more, 
** except they run the Hazard of going within the 
<* Ifland of UJhanty which i& never pra£tiled, and 
" therefore we may luppole it to be irapradticabld? 

" In the laft Place, our Charge in defending our- 
** felvcs from luch Annoyance as we formerly had 
** from Dunkirk^ will decrease in Proportion to the 
** Removal of the Danger, 

" Such 
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<* Such is the Importance of the Demolition of 
^ Dunkhrkf with Reprd to the Trade of Erigiattd 

<• only, and in the preient Conjon&ure, I tnink 

*• we ought to have Something more than the Me n- 
*• CY OF TH« MOST CHRISTIAN KiKG, to rcndcr 
^* the forbearing fuch Demolition leis hazardous 
** to our Liberty as well as Trade. 

•* All that is of Confcqucnce to as is that Dmikirk 

** Jhculd no hfiger he a Riceptacle for Sb^s — for the 

^* Demolition of it as a Garriibn is of much Ids 
•* Confideration, if not wholly infifi;nificant. 

" I fay, if by the Induftry of the People of 
*• France^ or their great Faith in keeping ot Trca- 
«• ties, Buvkirk could again be made capable of re- 
*♦ ceiving as large Ships as it did before the Demo- 
*« lition, of Consequence Dunkirk muft be the fame 
•* Terror to EngJavd that it was before that Time.

but the Truth on't was, our good ftricfnds^, tfic 
Vutchy were willing to have us out of it ;^ fbon as 
they could. It was a Saying at that Time, 
that Dunkirk in the Hands of the Englifb noas' 
a Bridle <tohi(h phe ^een had -put intb the Months cf 
other Nations as weli as of the Fr^pnch; and the 
Whiggs in this only fpoke the Senfe of the Dutch y 
■■' it was a Dutch Intcreft wliich warm'd their 

Hearts; they had notlringtot^ with that of their 
own Country; ' • . - 
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Stq^poie the. Frwch bad been as perfidious in Trea- 
ties as Sir Richard Steel endeavoured to reprclent 
them, and that they bad not begun the Demolition 
to this Day, and of Coniequence that England hsid, 
been left in PoiTeflSon of tl^t impregnable Fortreis, 
what mighty Terrors could there be in all this t 
Would we have made it a Receptacle (or a Squ»- 
<lron oi French Men of War ? or appointed it as tlk; 
Port for the Exportation of the Woollen Manu- 
fidtures oi France to the Weft-Indifi? 

But after the Demolition was begun, there was 
•^ new Complaint ; it was not finifhed exaiftiy to the 
XXjy appointed; nay, after all the Fortihcations 
were qttitc Icvell'd, the Party talk*d loud that our 
Xjani&n was expofcd to be lurpri^-'d by tlie Freiiiit 
before the Bafon was quite iiiTd up; and after all 
this was done, and the Garriibn was caird home^

employ *d in opening the Harbour, and rendering

But how happy are wc at prefent in Minifteri 
that are not lb much' as fiifpeded of conniving at 
the Breach of Treaties, or winking at Meaiures dc- 
ftruftive to their Country ?■■■ We are well af- 

liired that it would employ a confidcrablc Number 
of Men for two Years, to make the Harbour and 
Chanel oi Dunkirk again navigable for Ships of any 
Burthen, and the Pcrlbns we have the Happincls 
to employ in foreign Negotiations, arc Perlbns of 
fuch fine Jddrefs as well as deet Penetration^ that no- 
thing can efcape their Knowledge ; fo tliat had a 
Pick- A K been mov'd at Dunkirk^ they would havie 
done their Duty, and alarm'd their Country, that 
the very Attempt might have been prevented, for 
ihould we look on 'till it was finifli'd, we muft refy 
ffpon the Courtefy of France ei^et to keep it open or ta 
begin a new Demolition, 

But I will put the Thing ftrongen Ifthc 

Harbour of Dunkirk had now been open, and France 
Ihould promife (upon a Complaint) to infpeft the 
Aft'air, and malce*us eafy about it, certainly that 
would be fijificicnt to iatisfy all Men of Senie 
(notwithftanding that the Whiggs reprelent them 
as People who always chicane where their Intereft is 
concern'd) but here is an unanfwerable Reafbn for 

it. The French are no Fools, and therefore they

This Author well obfervcs that our Fleet is our 
Glory and our Strength'^ becauie it is greater than any 
other, which it is imppilible it fhould long be, if 
the Em^ror can ever have a Naval Strength equal 
or fupenor to it. 

Here no doubt I ihall agree with him ; but there 
is alfb another Reafbn why it is our Glory and our 
Strengtby and that is, becaufe we makefucb good Ufi 
nf ity for Power in the Hands of weak and ignorant 
MiniHe'rs would turn to no ^eat Glory : It would 
neither gain us Honour or Reputation by a War, 
nor Advantages by a Peace : To a People in tliis 
Situation, Strength and Valour are of ao Ule.

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His Infinuation that tlie £mpeFor'« Fleet laa^^ fae 
.^ipenor to ours by being joined to others, I think 
might as iwell hive been let alone ; k may turn oar 
Apprehenfions towards jFr4Wf, and the Malecon- 
<tems may iay that tlie Fremh^ b3r thbiong Friend- 
fftip wito us, have had C^povmnities of nurfing <ip 
ji Fleet v/hich may be one Day dirn'd againA us, 
rthat the Opoitng of the Harbour of Dmkhrk Whs 
like it, and is an high la&lt upon the Vation ; the 
Di&fie£ted, liav, may urge all this, tho' the Fafw 
Itameot ihould be of another Opinion, aad cry 
out, this i%'t\sc Fruit oi urmatural JUiamts . ^ / ' 
A Man ihould never furniih his Advedaries with 
Amjmeiits againfi himiclf. 

As to the gneat and cxeenfive >iaval Escpedbioiit 
.which ire have made foe Kveral -Yearns paft, he has 
ftccouiUied for them by Regions which ar£ akogp&- 
tfaer new, it will be too long to quote the'wliole of 
w^hat he has iaid upon this Subjett, but, to coiled 
it in a few Words, it will amount to this >; 

" That our wife and able Minifters thought fit

xcycngcd accontingly upon our Merchants ; yet 
this cannot be imputed to any wrong Judgment in 
our Minifters, it is only to be oaUed a Misfor- 
tune.

Though one of our I>i§)Utants (I mean the Gen^ 
tieman in Employment) could ofajd^ nothing to the 
Rcafons here laid down, vet he would not yield and 
give up the Caufe> for fiicn an Indulgence did he en- 
tertain for Btundtring and Ignorance^ that he Hill in* 
iiftcd upon it, that a Man ought not to bepuniihed 
for a6J:ing to the beft of hrs Capacity, let die EftediS 
of his Counfel be what they would. 

To this he was told on the other Side, that Polt- 
ticks confiftcdin the Knowledge of the different In* 
tercfts of all the Governments in the World, the 
open and fecret Vie^s of thole that j^refided in theft 
Councils, and f he Manners of treating with them ; 
that this Knowledge was not to be obtained, but 
cither by Travel,. Study, or Pradice, back'd with 
a good Judgment; and that if Minifters of State 
were not to be punifhed for their Ignorance ih theft 
Points, it would often happen tnat Mea of thfe 
gnatefi Front and Imfudenct^ Perfbns with ignorant 
Heads and rapacious Hands^ would find Means of 
impofing themfclves upon the Prince, as Men of 
Wifdom and Knowledge, and when they had made 
their own Affairs eafy, and diftra^ted thoft of the 
Publick, when they had rars*d Families^ built Pala-- 
ces^ and heaped tip immenje Richesy they might retire 
from fufiuefs^ leaving their Country embarrafled in 
' their 
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•l!hcir Blunders, and infolcntly tell the People, they 
have aded to the beft of their Capacities. 

If we ihould allow this to be juft and reafbnable^ 
we may as well lay it down for a Maxim in Govern- 
ment, that Afmfttrs tf State wght to hum notbw^ dt 
mU <f State Jffair^. 

How, ftrange' it would have been in the Common- 
wealth of Rmey or in any of thoie of Greece^ tb 
hear Men acknowled|;e the Condud: of thofe en- 
trufted with the pubhck Affidrs, to be weak and 
ignoraittt and all their Counsels pernicious and de- . 
ilru^ye to the Republick, and yet openly oppoib 
'M thoie who fhoald endeavour to bung* them tb 
condigp Punishment! 

I will imagine myfeif in the Midft of ibme great 
Aflembly, fvLffpofc an JtUitian or Sfartan Senate, 
where the Gondud: of thiole in the Management df 
the State Afiairs ihould, with all Freedom, be diT- 
cufied ; and fuppofi the Commonwealth to bb 
brought into Trouble and DUlveis by their Mi&ia- 
nagement, without any unlucky Accident which

take their Ballaft up out of the Harbour, in order

in a iliort Time oe brought through the old Har- 
bour and Bafon, to improve the laid Port, beyond 
what it was even in the late War.

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; AVING read a Pamphlet the other 
Day, entitled, Remarks upon the Fro- 
ceedtn^s <f the French Courts I think 
it will be neither impertinent nor 
unieafbnable to make a few Ex- 
tradtsfrom it, by which it will ap- 
pear that where Enlargement of Dominion becomes 
the Policy of any Nation, iuch Nation will be a 
more dangerous Friend than it can be an Enenciy. 

The Writer I have now before me takes Kotice 
of the famous Treaty of the PyremeSy made be- 
twixt France and Spaifty which was cemented by the 
firongeft and moft iacred Tie that could be thought 
of, to make a perfe^ Union, no leis than the Mar- 
riage of the King of Francey Lewis the tbirteatth^ 
with the Infanta of Spain — • but let us fee how 
faithfiilly it was kept. 

This Treaty was grounded upon two Prelimina- 
ries, and t\\^ Spaniards declared before-hand that 
unlels thofe two were granted by France they would 

not confent to proceed in the fiid Treaty. Thcfe 

were, 

" That the Infanta^ upon her Msu'riage, ihould 
•« make a Rcnimciation (confirmed and ratify'd by 
«* the King of Francey her Husband) of all her 
«* Pretences, Titles and Claims whatlbever to the 
** Spanijb Monarchy, the Keafbns being fct down 
** in the Draught of the feid Treaty ; left the Glory 
** of the refpedtive Kingdoms fhould happen to 
I* decay and be dinuniijx'd , if through the laid 
^ " Mar- 
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** Maf riage they fhould come to be united and con- 
«< joittcd under one Head,' winch might oceafioft 
•* great Troubles and Afflidbions to the Subjctf, 

The Second was " That Fymcz fliould forlake 
«* their Adherence to P(wfii^4t/. 

It will nof be to our prefent Purpofc to dwell 
much upon the firft of thefe Articles ; . ■ '■ 

but as to the fccond Article, which relates to 
FortHgal^ we fhall find the Spaniardt had lle^n 
enough to complain. Which Article runsinthtJle 
Words. . ' 

• ** His faid Majcftjr of France will intermeddle 
^^ no &rther in the laid Bufine^, and doth promife 
'** and oblige himielf upon his Honour, and upon 
** his Faith, and Word of a Kin|[, both for him- 
** iclf, and his Succeflbrs, not to give to any Perfbn 
** or Peribns, of what Dignity, £ftate or Condi- 
^* tion whatfbevcr, either at preient, or for the 
•* future, any Help or Afliftance, either publick or 
^* private, direftly or indired;Iy , of Men, Arms, 
** Munition, Vidtoalling, Vcffcis, or Money, un- 
•* der any Pretence, or any other Thine whatfi)- 
•* ever, by Land, or by Sea, or in any other Man- 
<* ner. As likewiie not to fuScr any Levies 

•* to be made in any Part of his Kingdom, or Do- 
^< minions, or to grant a PafTage to any that might 
'< come from other Cxintries to the Relief of the 
•* faid Kingdom of Portugal 

Kor can any imagine (fays this Author) more 
cautious and efficacious Words in a Treaty, to pre- 
vent a further AiEflance from France to Portugal^ 
^hich was the main Thing the Spaniards fought for 
by the Marriage ; yet as fbon as the Treaty was 
pcn'd, and betore the Inftrument was fign'd, the 
mofl eminent Cardinal Mazarine lent privately the 
Marquis of Qjenes into P&rhtgaly to aflure the Portk- 
guefej that notwithftanding he could not avoid put- 
ting fuch Words into the Treaty, in order to the 

Con- 
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Gonclufion of it, as did engage Ftmis$ not. to affift 
f hem i however they might reft aflured his Maff or 
would never fbdake them, but would continue 
them his Afliftance as much as before the Treaty- 
was made. 

Thus did they fail in every Point 4md Circum- 
fiance of this Article, by tampering privately with 
the Pmrtmgueft and giving them underhand Auurao- 
CCS, at tl^ Time tat Treaty was carrying on ; and 
at the Conclufionof it, before the Bonfires that 
were made for Joy of the Peace were quite exdn- 
guiihed, an evident and open Breach of the &id 
Article was difi;overed, by the Fnneh ienHing Aiix* 
iliary Forces into Poriugal^ under the Name of the 
Mareichd furemu: A Body of Troops, I iayv 
. were railed, and convey'd into PwtfigM^ with Aras 
smd Ammunition, as if Marelcbal ^unmu^ a Sub- 
jed, durft have done iuch a Thing without the Au>- 
thmty and Gonient of the King and his Minifiers ; 
and when the Spaniards^ by their Ambailador ia 
FariSy made a Complaint of this Matter at Courts 
they deluded him, by ifluing forth publick Ordexv 
to the Govemours of their Sea Port Towns, that 
no Soldiers, Anas, Ammunition, &c^ ihouldbeiu£- 
&r*d to be embark'd for Pnkigd But thoie Go- 
vemours nnderftood their private Inftru&iona weH 
enough to let them pais by Connivance. 

This is as palpable a Breach of a Treaty, as if the 
Fortifications df DmlUtk had been repair*d, and 
when Complaint ihould be made of it, it ftould 
be aniWer'd, that the Court was not privy to it, 
for it was dione by the Inhabitants of the Town, 
the King*s Subje&s, without his Orders ; and when 
the King's Orders ihould come to the Governors 
and Commandants to &e the Works demoliih*d 
again, they ihould receive them with ^reat Shew of 
Obedience, yet comiive at the finiming the iaid 
W^>rks. -— But we are not to be treated in this 

Mao- 
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Manner, while wc have fuch Minifters at the Head 
of our Af&irs. 

But to return to the Affair of Portugal ; when the 
French found that their Behaviour inVefteft to Por^ 
tugalj could not be kept a Secret, they aCTed openly 
in it ; and notwithftandine the Treaty with Spain^ 
they entered into an offenuve and dcfenfive League 
with Portugal, a^inft all its Enemies whatsoever ; 
in which the French took fuch Care to provide for 
themfelves, that by Agreement they were to have 
all the Towns deliver'd into their Hands which 
ihould be taken from the Spaniards. 

The Truth of thefc Thmgs was not only mani- 
fcfted in Fa6t, but it was alfo te(lified by Letters 
which the Minifters of Spain had intercepted ; that 
after the Peace made between the two Crowns, the 
Coiirt of France had fomented the War of the Por-^ 
tugttefe; hinder'd them from accepting thole ad van- 
tagious Conditions which Spain had offcr'd them ; 
animating them by the Hope of mighty Succours, 
not only for their Defence, but alio for carrying 
On an offcniive War into the very Heart of Spain. — 
Among thele Letters were many of luCtl. as had 
been written by th6 French Miniftcr Monfieur De 
Lyonne, and the Archbilhopof ^-OT.^fiir», to Monfieur 
DeSchovbergy which proved the continual Corrclpon- 
dence that was betwiKt them for the Dirediion and 
carrying on that War. ■ It is known, that in 

the Year 1672, the Duke oi Beaufort came with 
his whole Fleet upon the Coafts of Portugaly where 
he Ipent a Part of the Summer, to lecufc a Paffagc 
of Provifion and Ammunition, whereof the Portu-^ 
guefe were in extreme Want ; and this at tlie lame 
Time when they were offering Spain their Mediati<^n 

to make an Accommodation with Portugal Not 

to omit how one of the prime French Minifters, 
Monfieur Colbert^ privately made leveral Voyagel 
fhither, to encourage them, and contra& a more 

ffria: 
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tan& AtUaacc with them, and to open the Way for 
bringinjg about a League offen/ive, which iomc 
lime afor was concluded with the PorUiguifo, 

At another Time^ while Franee was itk Peace 
with SpMHt tbey fpirttcd up a Rebelhon in ^t^^ 
aod ient the Duke of Gmfi with an Army to aimk 
the Rebels. 

Ftatitt eatcr'd into a Treaty with Sivedeth and 
mgrecd to pay the Svaedes the Sam of fixteen hun- 
died thou&nd Crowns, but finding that AlHaacTS 
not to be fb beneficial as they expeored, the French^ 
by their AmbafTador, Monfieur^rWoir, declar*dthe 
Treaty to be void. 

When the Houft o£.JuJMa looked too big for its 
Keighbours, Jbme of the Princes of Gnmam were 
slad to accept of the Succours of France^ who ua-« 
der Pretefice of affii^ii^ them, ieem'd willii^ to 
Huie their Principalities ; and while ihe was ia 
Alliance with Ibme of thoic Princes^ £he was en- 
deavouring to weaken them ; witnels tier Behaviour 
fo the Didce of Ne^our^^ whom flie put upoa ac-- 
temptinjg to be ele&ed lung ot Fotand^ and havloig 
drawn him into an immenfeCliaige by that %(ean%'

and when we enter*d into an Engagement with the 
Duicb^ their Squadron ftood oST though in Sight 
all the while, and hinder *d us from gaining a con^ 
pleat Vidbory. ^ And it may be prefumed that 

their 
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tbeir Aifaiiiral fiad Orders for doing ft, for he never 
iv«s <:alled to an Account for it. 

Bf tbeir Intrignes they drew i^ King of JSew* 
f/mrk off fromonr Alliance, wbilc they were feern* 
ingly engaged in our Meaikres. 

They £& the fame Thing intlh reipedt to the 
Biihop^ of Mtnfhr —— wifely apprehending that 
we tnight grtm* too great for eur >}«ghhoars hy 
Sea, if we fcid great Srccefs againft the DuUh. 

How often has Jf^ance meditated Defi6;ns againft 
her Neighbours in the midft <]f Pncndmip ; tmd 
wliat Advantages fhe has made of her u^lrtSf is 

more •Aan we are able to fct forth But certainly 

if at any TJioe Ststtefmen enter into AHisinces 
fliockiqg and unnatural to the Intereft of their 
Country, the French Minifters cannot be blamed for 
making Advantages >of &ch Folly orK^nMnm^f. 

There have been Statefracn who have made Ufe 
of mmfierial Letters^ and other little low Artifices, 
to no Purpofe but to diftrad: the Aftnus with which 
they were trufled ; but this cannot be urged againft 
the French Minifters, and whatever they may be 
accufed of in refpcft to Juftice, I think that BlHn^' 
dering and Ignorance has feldom been laid to their 
Charge. 

Nor do I think it fhou*d be reproach'd as a Crime 
upon ^ Frenchman y when his Country is entering 
into Treaties and Alliances with other Powers, that 
he makes Ufe of all his Skill and Addrefs to 
draw them into Terms, wliich muftgive his Country 
the Advantage over them ; for this is certainly the 
Duty of every Man of Honour, who has fuch a 
Truft repofed in him. - For a Fellow who is 

but Half Knowing^ and not Half Honejly in every 
Publick Trgnfad:ion only enquires how far it will 

affedfc his own private Intereft. If this Point be 

;ain'd, or that given up, which will bring moft 

rift to the Mill « which add the greateft Advan- 

tages 
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tages to his Family ; which contribute moft to hu 
new Eftablifhment in Power, and by that he is de^ 
termined. — :— But it is impoflible thai; a l^^tion fo 
ftrved fliould ever gain Advantages by Treaties or 
Alliances with other States. 

. France has leldom gain'd any Advantages over 
us hy open War, and I wifh ihe may never be 
able to do it by Alliances : But now I am upon 
this Subje^, I cannot forbear concluding with a 
few Lines of our Poet ShakeJ^ar, tho* they may 
bear no AUufion to tlie preient Times.

was the true Qiarafter oiCofeia, — While he em- - 
ploy'd luch Men, he fancy'd if any thing went well 
the Reputation of it would be all his own, if ill, 
]the tMigrace would naturally fall upon his Tooli; 
befides, he wai rid of the Aporehenfions that any 
of theie might have Art ctK>ugn to undermine him 
in his Power, (the Thing in the World he dreaded 
moft) and indeed a Man may count upon it that his 
Creaturts will ftand by him right or wrong, when 
they happen to be f!ich Peffbns as no other Mini^ 
fter in the*World would employ. 

But Cofcta had the good Fortune to find Perfbns 
of this Character in his own Family, of his own 
Plefh and Blood, almofi faftdent to fill half the 
ereat Employments of the Government, that is to 
Uy, as he managed it, for he heaped Offices upon 
them, two or three to every one^ and indeed moil

One. In ihort, the Queftion was not, whether 

Romt wanted a Man of Addrefs to execute iomc 
important Cojnmiffions in a foreign Q>urt, or a Pcr- 
ibn of Honour and Skill to dilcharge fbme OfEce 
atHoroe, but a G>fcia muft be provided for and niade 
great at our Expencc, lb that I have often thought, 
nay and faid it too, that Rfitne^ in Cofcias Time, 
ilood betwixt Knave and Fool, like ibme poor Fati" 
tnt betwixt Do6tor and Apothecary ; tho* they 
neither knew her Difeaie, nor how to apply a Cure, 
they knew very well how to keep her in their Hands^ 
and fleece her of her Money. 

In the Condufb of all A&irs he was^ govem'<l by 
one and the fame Kule, for he was of Opinion that a 
Kationoncc rich could never be poor, and that the 
Wealth of the. People ought to be employ 'd in rei- 
fying and making good the Blunders and Miftakes of 
tneir Minifters and Servants ; and if he had continued a 
little longer in Bufinefs, I cxpcfted to have fccn new 
Taxes rai^*d,and a i^w/eftablifhed for that Purpofe, 
under the Name and Title of the Blundering 
Fund, which, let me tell you, would have requir- 
' cd very large Sums for its conftant Support, confi* 
. dering what an Itch the Cofciam were fciz'd with for 
Treaty and Negotiation. 

Thus Cofcia went on domg all Bufinefs, whether

fiat perhaps it maybe neceflary for me to explain 
what I mean by a JFsdler^ for tho* I take the Word 
to be univ^rially underftood} both in its literal and 
metaphorical Meaning, yet, to prevent the Cavils 
of Criiicks, it may not oo aini;^ to put the Thing 
^utofI>oubt. 

Ithcr^ 
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I therefore take it, that a TiHtr is he who is al- 

irays very buly, and yet never does any thing ; he 
maKes a great Buftle about ever)^ Trifle, and trtfits 
in the moft important Afiairs ; if liich a Man be a 
Minifler of State, and a Rumour of War reaches 
his Ears, he immediately falls a Ftdlm^y that is, he 
puts Annies and Fleets in Motion, without giving 

himfelf a Thought for what Purpofe or Defign ; ^ 

if Peace be the Bufinefi m Hand, he fddies again/ 
that is, he runs about, to treat here, and negotiate 
there, without any thing in his Head but Crotchets ;— 
and indeed, in all Conditions and Circumftanccs of 
Life, the JFsdIers are thole, aui magna Conatu Nugas 
t^untf out Nihil agunt^ who do Nothing at all, with 
a great Shew of Bufinels ; and tho' we Ihall often 
lee Men of this filly Turn and Character affcft 

J^rcat Names and Titles, and write themfelvesTrfi*- 
urers^ Secretaries^ Plenipotentiaries^ and j^mbajfadors^ 
yet the whole World can fee, at the lame Timc^ 
that they are hut mere Fidlers, 

And this Definition agrees exaftly with the No- 
tion of the common People ; for whenever they ob- 
serve a buly Fellow thrufting himfelf headlong into 
ibme Affairs of which he is totally ignorant, or do- 
ing Nothing with a great deal of Fracas^ they very 
pertinently term luch a Man, afdling Fellow, 

And now, methinks, I can account for an odd 
Thing which I once read in an old Play, before the 
Jirft Scene of which was written. Enter a King with 
twoFrdlerSy 1 make no Doubt but a modern Au- 
thor who was ignorant of the Proprieties, would 
have laid, Enter a Kin^ with two of his Minifiers^ 
which in my poor Opinion would have been a great 
Abfurdity, and which one of the Antients would 
not have been guilty of ; for, if thefe Perlbns were 
more like Fidlers than Statefinen, that was not a 
Fault of the Poet's, and he Ihew'd, his Judgment 
'ia keeping to ih? Truth of the Terms.

If the Authority of the l^oets could have any 
Weight in a Criticiiin qpon Hiftory, I could fup* 
port my Opinion with Ibme Examples ; I remember 
to liave fcen a Play in Ftame^ where the Poet has 
introduc'4 the Scene of a Kinfi; fitting m Council, 
Jhis Majefty is leafed under a &nopy, his Counfcl- 
lors rang'd of each Side, a ^Mie lying upon the 

Coundl Board. When they begin to enter 

upon Bufineis, one of thcfc wife CounftUors takes 

up Ihelnftrument and begins to fddk^ upon which 

liis BMthren alMook Wife, and beat Time ; but th« 

King himfelf, not perfeftly pleased with this 

Overture, rifes up, and in the Stile of aMonarcBfays>

Privy Council {Seneca excepted.) 

In like Manner, if our Critick Ihould infi>ed: the 
Englrjb Hifkory, he will certainly be of Opinion^ 
that the great Officers of the State in the Reigns of 
Harry IV. Harry V. Harry VII. Queen Elizabeth, 
and fome others, cannot with any Propriety of 
Speech be tcrm'd J/</&f j ; but in fome other Reigns 
he will find it quite otherwise ; however, hemufl 
^vern himfelf in this material P<^nt by the Anions 
which he fees recorded of them inHiilory, which 
will teach him to avoid all Miftakes : — ^ nut there 
is one Thing I would warn him of, and that is, if 
fpch an Author ihould chance to flouriih in ibme 
fbture Period, when there ihould not be fuch abl^ 
Minifters at the Helm as we now are blefs'd with, 
that He do not prefume to meddle with the Hiftoqr 
of his own Times, left by Piiejudice or Partiality 
he ihould be mifled to aflign wrong Names to Peribns 
and Things, and term ibme Men Minifters of State, 
who, in ^&£tf ihall be no more than mojt WKtchei 
Ftdlers.
